FUTURE  OF  WORLD 

INVOLVED  IN  WAR 


Tells  of  Great  Impression 
Canadians  Have  Made  by 
Their  Gallant  Deeds  in  Firing 

Line. 


MONTREAL.  Hept.  3.— Sir  Robert 
Be  r den  wu  welcomed  back  in  Canada 
by  Montreal  tonight  on  hia  return  from 
Kngland  and  the  battle-front  In  France, 
with  a  demonatratlon  of  patriotism  and 
affection  tout  probably   never  ha*  been 

equalled  »»  thl"  dl*"  No  >eM  than  * 
quarter  of  a  million  people  turned  out 
to  give '  the  Premier  a  reception.  From 
the  moment  he  alighted  from  his 
special  car  at  Bonaventure  Station, 
where  he  arrived  from  New  York  at 
■  :lf  o'clock,  until  he  reached  Fletch- 
er* e  Field,  at  the  foot,  of  historic  Mount 
Koyal,  the  acene  of  the  speech-making, 
Sir  Robert's  progress  was  one  pro- 
longed triumphal  parade  through  rank* 
of  eltlaene.  At  Fletcher's  Field,  where 
moat  of  the  troops  from  the  Montreal 
recruiting  stations  receive  their  pre. 
Ilmlnary  training,  etll!  many  more 
thousand*,  were  awaiting  his  arrival. 

From  a  temporary  platform  in  front 
of  the  Grenadier  Guard"'  Armory,  Sir 
Robert  apoke  hia  reply  to  a  civic  ad- 
dress of  welcome.  Few  were  able  to 
hear  him,  but  they  all  saw  him,  and 
that  aaemed  sufficient  to  arouse  en- 
thustasm,  for  they  were  unstinted  In 
their  applause.  The  local  garrison  had 
turned  out  In  full  force,  and  the  aol- 
diera  formed  a  guard  of  honor  to  the 
Premier. 

The  Fremler'a  message '  was  one  of 
confidence  in  the  outcome  of  the  war, 
end  he  expressed  a  sincere  belief  In 
ultimate  victory  for  the  Brltlah  Empire 
«nd   her  Allies. 

Savin  la  Vailed 

"I  come  back  to  Canada,"  said  the 
Premier,  "with  a  truer  sense  of  the 
unity  of  our  Empire  than  I  ever  had 
btfdre.  After  fleeing  Canadians  and 
men  of  every  part  of  the  Kmplre  at  the 
flghtlng-lln*/  1  bring  back  to  you  this 
message: 

"They  are  determined  that  the  great 
cause  for  which  they  are  fighting — a 
ratine  which  Involves  your  liberties  and 
the  liberties  of  the  whole  K  nipt  re  and 
the  Allied  nations,  as  well  as  the  future 
deatlniM  of  the  civilised  world— that 
cruse  shall  be  made  good  on  the  field 
of  battle,  and  this  war  shall  never  ter- 
minate until  the  cause  of  the  Allien  !■ 
crowned    with    complete    victory. 

"That  la  the  message  I  bring  back 
from  our  men  at  the  front,  and  I  told 
these  men,  when  I  saw  them  doing 
their  duty,  that  I  had  a  like  message 
of  determination  from  the  people  of 
Canada—  that  thoae  at  home  were  aa 
true  In  their  purpoae  to  fight  thla  bat- 
tle through  to  a  victorious  conclusion 
as  the  men  In  the  lines." 

Thla  stirring  message  was  received 
With   loud   and   prolonged   cheers. 

The  formal  addreas  of  welcome 
from  the  city  of  Montreal  was  read  by 
Alderman  St.  Pierre,  acting  Mayor.  In 
the  absence  of  Mayor  Martin.  Alder- 
tr-Rn  St.  Pierre  pointed  out  that  the 
demonstration  waa  absolutely  non- 
polltlcal.  and  that  the  cltlxcns  of  the 
Canadian  metropolis  of  every  claaa  and 
creed  Joined  heartily  In  receiving  Sir 
Hobert. 

Aaxons  to  Hear   Premier 

During  the  reading  of  the  address, 
the  crowd  became  Impatient  evidently 
anxloua  to  hear  the  Premier.  With 
mh Men  surges  they  swung  so  heavily 
at  times  that  It  looked  as  though  the 
platform  might  fall,  and  a  number  or 
children  were  rescued  by  being  carried 
over  the  rail  and  allowed  to  escape  be- 
hind tho. platform.  Finally  the  acting 
Mayor  abandoned  readings  th*  addreas, 
when  the  multitude  Immediately  be- 
came quiet  and  gave  the  Premier  a 
moat  earnest  hearing,  only  punctuated 
by  frequent  bursts  of  cheering. 

After  a  few  words  In  French,  Sir  Roo- 
ert  continued  hia  speech  In  Kngllah. 

"I  cannot  tell  you  how  deeply  I  appre- 
ciate thla  magnificent  reception,"  ha 
aald,  "although  I  know  that  It  la  not 
due  to  me  personally,  but  to  the  posi- 
tion I  hold.  In  that  position  I  have 
crossed  the  Atlantic  for  the  purpoae  of 
securing  cloaer  .'©-operation  between  the 
Government  of  Canada  and  the  Govern- 
ment and  people  of  Great  Britain,  and 
also  the  Government  and  people  of 
France. 

"Could  I  make  my  voice  heart 
throughout  ao  vast  an  assemblage  aa 
thla,  I  could  tell  you  many  thlnga  that 
would  be  both  of  interest  and  Inspira- 
tion. 

"I  have  visited  at  the  front  thoae 
Canadians  who  have  already  won  on  the 
battlefield  auch  glorious  distinction  for 
this  Dominion.  From  Hia  Majesty  the 
King,  from  the  President  of  France,  from 
that  groat  heroic  figure.  General  J  off  re. 
and  from  General  French  I  have  heiro 
the  same  tributes  t6  the  magnificent 
valor  of  our  Canadian  forces,  and  at 
Shorncllffe  I  aaw  «0,*0e  Canadian*  on 
review,  when  one  or  the  greatest  sol- 
diers la  Britain  told  me  he  had  reviewed 
4 eo.eee  soldiers  within  a  abort  time,  but 
had  never  aeon  any  finer  than  than*  men 
from  Canada." 

At  Boulogne.  Sir  Robert  said  he  had 
mat  !.»••  Canadians  on  their  way  to  the 
front,  Sad  the  spirit  of  tho  man  shown 
by  tho  fact  that  among  them  were  a 
doaea  or  mora  stowaways,  who  .tad 
stolen  la  with  them  In  order  sooner  te 
gat  la  the  lighting  Usee. 

"■van  greater  than 
the  Pram  lac,  "waa  my  privilege  0t  rlstt- 
Ing  the  aaavaleacent  hoapltala  There  I 
mot  our  aanaat  men  who  had  canoe 
back  from  the  vary  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death.  They  had  gone 
through  aa  trying-  ordeals  aa  hava  ev*r 
been  raoaraed  In  the  history  of  tho 
world,    hut    I    found    them    all    *h*crral 

aid  a] 
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soua  determination  aa  thoae  ©titers 
•till  at  (ho  froai.  It  waa  aa  Inspira- 
tion to  ma>  and  I  fait  when  I  ad- 
dressed  a  thousand  convalescent  Can- 
adians that  It  waa  the  noblest  audience 
I  have  ever  faced.  Altogether  I 
visited  forty-one  hospitals  where  Can- 
adians were  and  there  I  met  men  from 
all  parte  of  the  Kmptre  who  bad 
fought  In  France,  Belgium  and  the 
Dardanelles,  the  men  who  won  fame 
nt  Tprea.  Feetubert  and  Olvenchy. 
They  were  from  many  lands,  but  they 
were  all  comrades  who  had  fought  and 
would  fight  again  for  the  same  cause. 
It  waa  a  spectacle  that  gave  m*  n 
truer  eense  of  the  unity  of  our  Empire 
than  I  bad  ever  had  before  and  1  come 
back  to  you  now  with  a  clear  message 
from    them." 

Sir  Robert  then  closed  his  address 
with  the  ringing  messags  of  determin- 
ation to  tight  the  battle  for  liberty  and 
victory. 

The  Premier,  who  waa  Joined  here  by 
Lady  Borden,  reviewed  the  troops  from 
a  temporary  platform  in  front  of  the 
Royal  Victoria  College  in  Sherbrooke 
Street 

Sir  Robert  will  leave  for  Ottawa  at 
3:13   tomorrow  morning.  * 


ROUMANIA  TAKES  ACTION 


at*  Careala  and  Transit  of  aoid 
Is    Frobibitod— Will    Affect 
.-  Turkey 


LONDON.  Sept.  4.— "The  Roumanian 
Government  haa  stopped  further  export 
of  cereala  and  the  transit  of  gold 
through  Roumanla,  the  effect  of  the  de- 
cision being  that  Germany  will  be  un- 
able to  aend  any  more  money  to  Tur- 
key," says  the  Bucharest  correspondent 
of  The   Times. 

"The  Government  will  advance  SO  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  crops  to  producers 
In  order  to  avoid  a  crisis." 


Foreign  Office  Issues  State- 
ment of  Attitude—Negotia- 
tions With  Turkey  Are  Still 
Proceeding. 


SOFIA,  Sept.  S. — Despite  the  fact  that 
a  decision  of  the  Bulgarian  Government 
regarding  the  Macedonian  question  la 
generally  considered  Imminent  as  it  is 
realised  on  all  aides  that  the  time  Is 
not  far  dlatant  when  this  Issue  must 
culminate  In  more  than  diplomatic  con- 
versations, there  are  no  signs  of  excite- 
ment hero 

The     foreign     office     this     afternoon 
-mad*    the    following    statement    to    the 
Associated  Press  correspondent: 

"The  Bulgarian  Government  la  en- 
gaged In  formulating  lta  reply  to  the 
Serbian  Government,  although  Serbia's 
reply  baa  not  been  received,  being 
guided  by  an  Intimation  recently  given 
by  tho  Entente  powers.  Meanwhile  the'' 
Bulgarian  Government  la  continuing  lta 
negotiations  with  the  Turkish  Govern- 
ment concerning  the  cession  of  the  De- 
degeatch  railway  line  and  certain  ad- 
jacent territory  of  great  strategic  Im- 
portance. The  prospect*  of  a  quick  and 
aatslafactory  settlement  are  good,  al- 
though hitherto  the  Turkish  Government 
haa  required  much  time  in  reaching  de- 
cisions contributory  to  the  main  issue. 
"The  Bulgarian  Government  la  not  In- 
clined to  embark  on  an  adventurous  ca- 
reer. Statements  to  the  contrary  pur- 
porting to  come  from  Bulgarian  sources 
are  made  by  political  opponents  of  the 
Government,  who  are  using  them  among 
the  people  for  Internal  purposes.  Now, 
aa  heretofore,  the  Bulgarian  Government 
la  guided  by  three  factors: 

"First — Non-acceptance  of  the  treaty 
of  Buchareat,  which  waa  not  ratified  by 
the  national  assembly,  and  which  is  not 
acceptable  to  Bulgaria,  so  long  aa  It  re- 
mains unrevlsed. 

"Secondly— The  unwillingness  of  the 
Bulgarian  people  to  engage  In  a  war 
the  outcome  of  which  la  at  all  doubt- 
ful/ 

"Third — The  absolute  necessity  of  con- 
vincing the  Bulgarian  people  that  what- 
ever action  Is  undertaken  for  a  result 
to  i>e  achieved  will  be  such  that  no  be- 
trayal  afterwards   will   be  possible." 

ROMK.  Sept  8.—  The  outlook  In  the 
Balkans  appears  to  he  more  hopeful  for 
the  Allies,  owing  to  Greece's  decision 
not  to  oppose  Serbia's  eventual  territor- 
ial concessions  to  Bulgaria,  even  If  these 
concessions  extend  beyond  the  right 
bank  of  the  Vardar  river.  The  declalon 
Is  conditional,  however,  on  Serbia's  re- 
tention of  the  region  of  Douan  and 
Gheoghelll. 

Although  the  question  of  the  Kavala 
and  Drama  districts  la  yet  In  abeyance, 
a  solution  la  hoped  for  later,  alnce  the 
Allies  have  promised  Bulgaria  a  greater 
area  in  Thrace  than  waa  offered  by  Tur- 
key for  her  co-operation  and  Its  Immed- 
iate occupation. 

Meanwhile,  the  threatened  Auatro- 
Oerman  Invasion  of  Serbia  and  Rou- 
manla ia  most  unlikely  to  be  carried  out, 
as  the  troops  concentrated  In  Transyl- 
vania are  Insufficient  for  any  attempt  st 
extensive  operations.  Besides,  there  Is 
a  lack  of  reserves. 

ATHENS.  Sept  3. — It  Is  announced 
here  that  Serbia  has  accepted  in  prin- 
ciple the  proposals  for  territorial  con- 
cessions to  Bulgaria,  with  the  reserva- 
tion that  the  new  Serbian  frontier  re- 
main In  contact  with  Greece  in  soma 
part

Struggle  Before  Riga  Is  Con- 
sidered to  Be  One  of  Crit- 
ical Periods  of  the  Whole 
Campaign. 


GENERAL  RUZSKY  IS 
IN  COMMAND  OF  DEFENCE 


If  Baltic  Port  Falls  Into  Ger- 
man Hands  Enemy  Would 
Be  Able  Soon  to  Land 
Troops. 


LONDON.  Sept  I.— The  Germans,  In 
their  official  report  today,  claim  to  have 
carried  by  assault  the  fortified  bridge- 
head at  Lennewada,  on  the  Dvlna  River. 
between  Fried richstadt  and  Riga.  Thla 
la  considered  for  the  Kusslana  the  most 
critical  point  on  their  -whole  front,  for, 
should  the  Germans  succeed  In  crossing 
the  Dvlna,  the  Russians  would  be  forced 
to  evacuate  Riga,  and  their  position  be- 
tween tbe  Dvlna  and  Vllna  and  even 
southwest  of  th*  latter  city  would  be 
Jeopardised.  However,  the  Germans  do 
not  yet  claim  to  have  crossed  the  river, 
which  Is  being  defended  by  a  reinforced 
army  commanded  by  General  Ruxaky. 
who  stopped  the  previous  German  ad- 
vance on  the  Bsura  River  in  front  of 
Warsaw.  Military  ctrclea  believe  that 
the  Russians  will  make  a  stubborn  de- 
fence of  the  Dvlna,  the  opinion  being 
expressed  that  should  they  fall  here, 
the  German  fleet  would  gain  command 
of  the  Gulf  of  Riga,  and  by  landing 
troops  at  Pemau  would  conalderably 
shorten  the  protracted  march  on  Petro- 
grad.  which  Is  understood  to  be  the  ul- 
timate objective  of  the  Germans. 

In  view  of  the  Importance  of  the  bat- 
tle raging  along  the  Lower  Dvlna,  the' 
fighting  eleewhere  loses  some  of  Its  in- 
terest. Grodno,  which  the  Russians 
evacuated,  apparently  proved  an  empty 
shell  to  the  Germans,  as  they  captured 
only  430  prisoners  after  atreet  fighting. 

To  the  northwest  of  Vllna  the  Rus- 
sians are  on  the  offensive,  and,  while 
the  Germans  say  the  Russian  counter- 
attacks have  been  a  complete  failure, 
It  Is  said  In  Petrograd  that  the  counter- 
offensive  seriously  threatens  the  Ger- 
man left  flank  and  communications  with 
the  army  of  General  von  Rlchhorn. 

The  Russian  centre  is  still  retiring 
through  the  marshy  districts.  However. 
every  dap  they  are  taking-  a  toll  of  their 
pursuers,  the  Ruaeians  also  are  offer- 
ing resistance  to  the  Austro-dorman  of- 
fensive In  Gallcla,  and  southeastward  of 
Lutsk  they  occupy  a  front  of  some  fifty 
miles,  intersected  by  hills,  woods  and 
rivers,  which  offered  a  aplendid  defen- 
sive cover. 

There  is  still  some  question  as  to 
what  the  Austro-Germans  intend  to  do 
In  the  southeast  military  critics  being 
divided  in  opinion  as  to  whether  they 
will  advance  on  Kiev  or  attempt  to  pro- 
ject a  wedge  between  the  Russian  ar- 
mies and  Roumanla.  The  latter  plan 
would  make  It  a  aerlous  matter  for  Rou- 
manla to  longer  refuae  the  German  de- 
mands for  a  free  passage  of  munttlona 
over  Roumanian  railways  for  the  Turks, 
who  are  reported  to  be  very  short  of 
shells,  necessary  to  prevent  the  Allies 
conquering   the   Galllpoll    Peninsula. 

Concerning  the  operations  at  the  Dar- 
danelles, no  official  news  has  been  re- 
ceived since   the   news  last  Wednesday. 

The  continued  successes  of  the  Austro- 
Germans  In  the  Kast  lead  many  writers 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  sustained 
bombardment  of  the  German  lines  In 
the  West  means  an  early  move  by  the 
Entente  Allies.  The  critics  point  to 
this,  the  thorough  redistribution  of  the 
British  and  French  armies  and  the  shel- 
llntr  of  Zeebmgge  some  days  ago,  aa 
creating  something  at  least  preliminary 
to  a  general  offensive.

HEROIC  AVIATOR 


PARIM,  Sept  i—  Adjutant  Bertln.  of

HAVRE,  Sept.  3.— The  following 
statement  on  the  operations  of  the  Bel- 
gian army  was  made  public  today  by  the 
Belgian  military  authorities:

Russian  Offensive  Progresses. 
Although  Met  With  Fierce 
Resistance  —  Prisoners  and 
.  Machine  Guns  Captured. 


Motormen  and  Conductors  of 
B.  C.  Electric  Railway  Agree 
to  Work  Under  Ruling  of 
Board  of  Conciliation, 


VANCOUVER.  B.C.,  Sept.  3.— Officials 
of  the  Street'  Kail  way  men's  Union  an- 
nounced at  a  late  hour  last  night  that 
the  amended  award  of  the  board  of  con- 
ciliation, which  was.  ballot  ted  on  yes- 
terday by  the  employees  of  the  B.C.K.R., 
had  been  carried  in  Vancouver  City.  The 
result  Of  th*  New  Westminster  and  Vic- 
toria vote  wag  not  announced,  but  the 
looal  official*  stated  that  there  ia  no 
doubt  that  the  men  at  Victoria  voted 
atrongly  In  favor  of  the  award.  It  la 
expected  that  the  award  would  also  be 
aupported  in  New  Westminster,  but  In 
any  case  the  local  vote  would  easily  con- 
trol the  total.  Comparative  Indifference 
on  the  part  of  the  men  kept  the  vote 
.well  down,  so  much  so  that  It  Is  doubt- 
ful if  more  than  half  of  the  employees 
who  turned  out  In  such  numbers  at.  the 
mass  meeting  In  the  Imperial  Theatre 
on  Wednesday  cast  their  ballets.  "I 
don't  care  how  It  goea,"  waa  the  general 
expression  of  opinion  of  motormen  and 
conductors  during  the  day.  Tbe  feeling 
against  the  International  union  In  the  at- 
titude their  officials  assumed  In  falling 
to  give  the  men  the  proper  financial 
backing  In  the  crisis  Is  very  strong,  In 
fact  the  majority  of  them  are  both  dis- 
couraged and  disgusted, 

With  the  passing  of  the  amended 
award  it  Is  probable  that  the  last  move 
of  any  consequence  in  connection  with 
the  lowering  of  wagea  has  been  accutaa 
pllahed.  yi 

Laat  night  President  Hubble,  of  the 
Local  Union,  stated  that  no  mass  meet- 
ing of  the  men  would  be  held  at  least 
until  some  time  next  week.  In  fact.  It 
Is  scarcely  likely  that  there  will  be  a 
meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the    union   until    the    first   of    the    week. 

Mr.  Hubble  would  give  no  actual 
figures  as  to  the  result  of  the  vote*  cast 
but  simply  stated  that  the  award  had 
been  carried  In  Vancouver,  would  with- 
out a  doubt  be  carried  In  Victoria,  and 
that  the  result  at  New  Westminster 
would  not  Interfere  with  the  total.

"The  message  was  given  to  Col.  Cur- 
rio  at  a  patriotic  meeting  held  tonight, 
the   Toronto  officer    being    the   principal 
speaker.     In  answering,  the  Colonel  said 
It   would   give  him  Infinite  pleasure  to 
take  the  meseage  back  to  the  trenches 
for  such  tidings  go  a  long  way  toward 
tempering    the    hardships    and    dangers 
of  the  firing  line,  and  It  would  be  an  In- 
spiration   to   them    to   know    that    their 
work  was  appreciated. 

Colonel  Currie  then  went  on  to  de- 
scribe trench  life  and  the  fighting  In 
Flanders.  He  described  the  light  at  8t. 
Julien.  and  said  that  In  recognition  ot 
the  splendid  showing  or  the  Canadians. 
His  Majesty  had  graciously  decorated 
all  the  officers  who  were  taken  prisoner 
In  that  engagement— an  hitherto  un-  | 
heard  of  thing.  He  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
0*1h  Rifles  of  Winnipeg,  which  did 
splendid  work  fighting  alongside  his 
own  battalion. 

Many  anecdotes  of  the  base  and 
trench  were  told  by  Colonel  Currie. 
Who.  referring  to  the  censorship  on  sol- 
dier's mall,  told  of  having  deputed  a 
young  officer  to  act  on  one  occasion. 
While  engsged  on  his  new  duties,  the 
young  officer  suddenly  blurted  out  "Bay, 
Colonel,  there's  something  seriously 
wrong  here.  This  fellow's  writing  to 
my  girl." 


VANCOUVER.  B.C..  Sept.  ».— Settle- 
ments of  fi.ioo  apiece  to  the  widows 
and  famllises  of  miners  killed  In  tho  ex- 
plosion at  the  Reserve  mine  of  the  West- 
tern  fuel  Company  at  Nanalmo  on  May 
XT.  wore  sanctioned  by  Mr.  Justice 
Murphy  in  tho  supreme  court  today.  In 
each  ease  $500  is  to  be  paid  out  at  once 
to  the  widow,  and  the  balance  la  to  be 
paid  out  in  quarterly  Instalments  for  the 
support  of  the  families. 

In  the  case  of  James  McEwan,  who 
left  three  children  and  ao  separate  es- 
tate, his  widow  Is  to  get  too  quarterly 
ror  tho  support  or  the  children.  la  the 
case  or  A.  J.  Williams,  who  left  a  amall 
private  estate  for  the  benefit  or  his  three 
stepchildren  and  one  daughter,  the  al- 
lowance is  to  be  $30  per  month.  In  the 
case  or  Fred  Crewe,  who  left  three  chil- 
dren, aged  twelve,  ten  and  eight  years, 
and  who  had  a  separate  estate  of  1760, 
tho  allowance  was  fixed  at  M0  per  quar- 
ter. The  same  allowance  was  made  ror 
the  five  children  or  R.  8.  McMillan,  as 
the  eldest  boy  Is  at  work  earning  $1.10 
per  day.  In  the  case  or  William  Edgar 
Ball,  the  eldest  or  whoso  three  children 
Is  at  work  as  a  children's  nurse,  the  al- 
lowance Is  to  be  $40  per  month. 

In  one  case  the  court  interfered  with 
the  proposals.  10.  M.  Yarwood.  in  tho 
case  or  the  widow  or  J.  L.  Mass.  said 
she  had  only  one  child,  a  year  old.  He 
suggested  allowing  the  widow  $7(0  and 
an  allowance  i  ror  the  support  or  her 
child  at  the  rate  of  $30  each  three 
months. 

"Why  should  this  woman  get  $700  and 
the  others  only  $500?  This  little  child 
of  a  year  old  needs  more  protection.  At 
that  rate  the  money  will  be  all  gone  bo- 
fore  the  child  is  ten  years  old.  The 
widow,  in  all  probability,  will  have  mar. 
rled  again  in  another  two  or  three  years. 
This  infant  must  have  more  protection," 
insisted  the  Judge. 

After  further  discussion  with  Mr.  .Yar- 
wood, his. lordship  ordered  that  Mra 
Mass  Is  to  have  1600  paid  out  to  her  at 
once,  and  the  balance  or  $1,000,  with 
accrued  Interest,  will  be  paid  out  for

Germanic  Allies  Understood  to 
Be  Willing  to  Listen  to 
Overtures — President  Wil- 
son Ready  to  Act, 


WASHINGTON.  Sept.  3.— Jrhe  United 
States  will  make  no  further  effort  to 
bring  about  peace  In  Europe  until  It 
lias  received  Information  that  its  good 
offices  will  be  welcomed  by  both  sides 
In  tha  conflict.  .This  was  stated  au- 
thoritatively here  today  In  discussions 
by  officials  it  the  mensage  from  Pope 
Benedict,  delivered  to  President  Wilson 
yesterday    by   Cardinal   Gibbons. 

J'lom  the  fact  that  the  Vatican  is 
In  close  touch  with  Austria,  the  con- 
struction placed  by  officiate  on  the 
I'tipe's  message  Is  that  the  Germanic 
powers  would  be  willing  f  to  discuss 
peace  at  this  time.  *It  was  stated  by 
those  In  clowcst  touch  with  the  admin- 
istration that  similar  word  will  have 
to  be  received  from  Oreat  Britain  snd 
her  Allies  before  the  President  will 
make-  sny   further  move. 

President  Wilson  has  made  it  clear 
several  times  that  his  original  offer  of 
services  to  bring  about  pescs  still 
stands  and  that  he  will  do  everything 
possible  to  further  the  movement.  The 
United  States,  however,  will  do  nothing 
likely  to  endanger  Its  position  as  a 
friend  to  sll  belligerents,  it  was  said 
authoritatively.  •* 

The  Pope's  message  will  not  be  made 
public  by  this  Government,  although 
there  will  be  no  objection  If  Cardinal 
Gibbons    gives    It    out. 

Enough  of  the  contents  of  the  mes- 
ssge  is  known,  however,  to  give  bssls 
for  Indicating  that  Austria,  Germany 
and  Turkey  are  not  averse  to  dlacuaa- 
ing  peace.

OTTAWA,  Sept.  3.— A  press  bulletin 
issued  by  the  census  branch  gives  a  re- 
port on  the  condition  of  field  crops  ss 
reported  by  experimental  farm  stations. 
Western    reports   are    as    follows: 

Saskatchewan:  Indian  Head— Weath- 
er during  the  month  has  been  favorable 
for  the  crops,  80  per  cent  of  which  are 
In  ntook.'  Threshing  hss  commenced  at 
several  points.  Corn  and  roots  are  ex- 
cellent. 

Lloydmlnster— No  dsmsge  by  frost; 
grain  somewhat  tangled  owing  to  winds, 
but  of  fine  quality;  harvesting  general. 
Hoots  fine. 

Kindersley — Grain  ripened  rapidly, 
on"  harvesting  Is  well  advanced;  a 
Hitlc  threshing  has  been  done,  snd 
wheat  -should  yield  2B  to  40  busheH 
snd  oats  7&  to  100  bushels  to  the  acre. 
Flax  is  a  good  average  crop.  Ideul 
weather  prevails. 

Host  hem — Conditions  very  dry;  one 
degree  of  frost  on  the  25th  Injured  po- 
tatoes, corn  and  tender  vegetables  in 
sumo  parts,  but  no  grain  was  Injured. 
Harvesting  nearly  completed.  Opera- 
tions slightly  delayed,  through  shortage 
of  twine. 

Scott  Station — Weather  Ideal  for  har- 
vesting. Frost  on  the  23rd  left  cereal 
crop  uninjured.  Cgttlng  is  well  ad- 
vanced. Binder  twine  has  been  ex- 
pressed to  overcome  shortage,  and  farm- 
ers are  Well  supplied  with  help.  Sta- 
tion plots  of  wheat  threshed  36  to  S4 
bushels  to  the  acre. 

Alberta:  Lacombe— Weather  Ideal; 
harvest  90  per  cent  ripe,  SO  per  cent 
cut  and  stacked.  Ssmplcs  better  grade 
than  usual;  quality  of  oats  and  bar- 
ley good;  yield  heavy. 

Edmonton — August  fine  and  warm, 
with  more  electrical  storms  than  usual. 
A  hall  storm  »n  August  3  did  consid- 
erable damage  In  *ome  districts.  Grain 
all  ripe;  (Anting  general  on  August  18 
and  now  well  advanced,  with  continued 
fnvorable  weather,  bumper  crops  of 
grain  and   ho<d  crops  ate  assured. 

Lethbrldge — Westher  .  favorable  for 
ripening;  grain  cutting  well  advanced; 
over  30  per  cent  of  wheat  cut  In  South- 
ern Alberta;  many  districts  75  to  100 
pei  cent  cut.  Threshing  In  someplacfs. 
Average  yield  of  Spring  wheat  In 
Southern  Alberta  will  be  25  bushels  to 
the   acre. 

British  Columbia:  Agassis — The  hot- 
test and  driest  month  experienced  for 
years.  All  grains  and  second  crop  of 
clover  have  been  harvested,  giving  ex- 
cellent yields.  Much  threshing  has  been 
done.

RAILWAYS  FOR 


Before  End  of  This  Season  the 
Whole  Peace  River  Country 
Will  Be  Opened  Up  for  Set- 
tlers, 


EDMONTON.  Alts,  Sapt.  ».— J.  O. 
McArthur.  president  of  the  Dunvegsn 
a  and  Waterways  Railway,  who  Is 
making  a  short  visit  to  Edmonton, 
states  that  stssl  laying  will  begin  on 
the  Waterways  Railway  by  ths  end  of 
September.  The  condition  of  grading 
work  Is  such  that  ths  steel  will  be  laid 
continuously  until  Mi-Murray  IS 
reached,  probably  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  Within  a  week  steel  will  be  laid 
temporarily  beyond  the  Smoky  River. 
Work  la  In  progress  on  the  permanent 
bridge.  Steel  baying  will  be  continued 
from  the  Smoky  to  spirit  River  during 
September  snd  October.  The  grnds 
from  ths  Smoky  to  Spirit  River  la  com- 
pleted 

The  grade  on  the  Grand  Prairie 
branch  will  be  completed  before  the 
Winter  and  steel  will  probably  reach 
Grand   Prairie  City  in  January   next 

Work  Is  in  progress  on  the  Canada 
Central  to  Peace  River  Crossing  and, 
although  some  difficulties  have  been 
encountered,  ths  steel  will  reach  the 
crossing    before   Christmas: 

This  season's  work  will  therefore 
see  the  llnking-up  of  the  Peace  River 
Country  at  three  Important  and  widely 
separated  points — the  Crossing,  Spirit 
River  and  Grand  Prairie — with  the 
railway  systems  of  Canada,  and  will 
put  the  whole  Peace  River  country  on 
the  map  as  a  field  for  homestead  en- 
terprise. 

At  the  same  time  the  connection  of 
navigation  of  the  Mackenzie  and  its 
great  tributaries  and  lakes  with  the 
railways  will  open  a  vast  new  field 
for  the  miner  and  for  ths  develop- 
ment of  many  other  lines  of  enter- 
prise. 
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LAW  OF  NATIONS 


Morning  Post  Says  Bemstorff's 
Note  to  United  States  Is  Im- 
pudent Attempt  to  Avoid 
Issue. 


LONDON.  Sept.  3.— In  an  editorial, 
headed  "Blackmail  Diplomacy,"  The 
Morning   Post   nays: 

"Strictly  speaking,  the  reply  of  Oer- 
many  to  the  United  Stataes  la  no  reply 
at  all.'  What  Bernstorff  engages  to  do 
Is  to  refrain  from  sinking  liners  under 
conditions.  The  distinction  between 
liners  and  other  vessels  Is  purely  ar- 
bitrary, and  has  no  meaning  in  inter- 
national law,  nor  did  Bernstorff  con- 
descend  to  define  the   terms. 

"A  liner  is  a  vessel  which  runs  back- 
wards and  forwards  on  a  certain  route 
or  line,  whereas  a  tramp  goes  upon  a 
round  voyage.  By  what  means  is  the 
German  submarine  otflosr  to  discover 
whether  sny  given  vessel  Is  s  liner  or 
a  tramp  until  he  has  visited  her  and 
examined  her  papers? 

"Bernstorff  does  not  sven  suggest  she 
should  bo  visited.  He  merely  says  that 
a  liner  shall  receive  a  warning  before 
it  is  torpedoed.  He  also  states  that  the 
safety  of  the  lives  of  non-combatants 
would  be  Insured.  By  what  means  Is 
ths  safety  of  lives  to  be  Insured? 

"The  German  ambasssdor  sdds  a  con- 
dition which  is  also  Illegal — 'provided 
liners  do  not  try  to  escape.'  The  law 
of  nations  doss  not  sanction  the  de- 
struction of  merchsnt  vessels  which 
endesvor  to  escape  a  belligerent  man- 
of-war.  All  destruction  of  merchsnt 
vessels  Is  contrary  to  Isw,  except  un- 
der very  rare  conditions. 

"The  main  point  at  Issue  thus  be- 
comes elear.  The  United  States  pro- 
tested against  the  sinking  of  merchant 
ships  by  submsrlnes,  giving  excellent 
snd  irrefutable  reasons  for  her  Insis- 
tence upon  neutral  rights  In  the  same 
note  which  plainly  stated  'that  no 
warning  that  an  unlawful  and  Inhuman 
act  would  l>e  committed  can  possibly  be 
accepted  aa  an  excuse  or  pslllstlon  of 
thst  set,  or  as  an  abatement  of  respon- 
sibility for  Its  commission:'  but  thst  I* 
precisely  the  excuse  proffered  by  Bern- 
storff. Under  these  circumstances  it 
Is  difficult  to  psrcelve  in  what  respect 
American  diplomacy  has  succeeded. 
Bernstorff  la  In  fsct,  attempting  to 
evade  ths  demsnds  of  ths  United  Btates. 
as -It  was  attempted'  to  evade  them  In 
ths  German  note  of  July  S.  In  which  It 
was  suggssted  that  certain  vessels 
should  he  held  Immune  from  submarine 
attack. 

"To  that  Impudent  proposal  the  Unit- 
ed States  most  properly  replied  thst 
'the  vry  sgreement  by  Implication 
would  subject  othsr  vessels  to  Illegal 
attack,  and  be  s  curtailment,  snd,  there-  ■ 
fore,  an  abandonment  of  the  principles" 
for  which  this  government  contends.*  By 
a  parity  of  reasoning,  should  the  United 
States  agree  to  the  German  proposal,  a 
submarine  Would  be  permitted  to  sink 
liners  after* warning  them.  By  that 
America  would  not  only  agree  to  tha 
destruction  of  other,  vessels,  hut  would 
condone  what  Is  In  fact  an  outrage  upon 
the  laws  of  natlona*

Artillery  activity  continue*  at  many 
point*  on  tha  Western  Um,  the  advan- 
tage bains  -with  the  Allies.  There  is 
naturally  very  much  speculation  as  to 
what  this  prolonged  consumption  of  am- 
munition means.  It  baa  now  been  jo- 
in* on  for  fully  a  week,  but  as  yet  we 
have  besn  told  of  two  advances  only, 
one  near  Boucher,  the  magnitude  of 
which  was  not  stated,  ana  the  other  In 
tha  Voswes.  where  the  French  took  a 
position  that  Is  said  to  dominate  Al- 
sace from  Colour  to  Turhhsim,  as  well 
it*  the  Munater  plain,  -which  lies  to  the 
wast  of  Conner.  Colmar  Is  a  «lty  of 
some  36.000  people,  and  the  capital  of 
Alsace  It  Is  forty-one  miles  southwest 
af  Straeaburg-  and  only  about  ten  miles 
rrom  the  Rhine.  It  is  not  far  from  the 
III  River,  which  flows  through  a  wide 
valley  to  Join  the  Rhine  at  Btrassburg. 
An  important  line  of  railway  runs 
through  tola  valley.  A*  bombardment 
of  Colmar  by  the  French  Is  improbable. 
If  it  can  be  avoided,  and  the  efforts  of 
our  Ally  will  probably  be  direotsd  to 
cutting  off  the  city  from  Its'commnnl- 
catlons  with  kitrassburg.  Some  weeks 
•go  we  directed  attention  to  what  Is 
going  on  in  this  region,  and  suggested 
that  a  general  advenes  might  be  ordered 
here.  The  latest  news,  seems  to  bear 
out  such  a  suggestion. 

Tha  Russians  by  evacuating  Orodno 
have  abandoned  the  last  of  their  great 
fortresses  on  their  second  line  of  de- 
fence. The  evacuation  seems  to  have 
been  accomplished  without  serious  loss 
either  of  men  or  material.  The  Ger- 
mans continue  to  advance,  though 
■lowly.  Soon  Russia's  great  ally,  Winter, 
will-  assert  Itself.  It-Is  difficult  -to 
avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  Grand 
Duke  Nicholas  has  been  playing  for 
this.  Ills  losses  during  the  retreat  have 
probably  been  less  than  .those  of  his 
enemies.  Tha  most  optimistic  German 
can  hardly  regard  with  satisfaction  the 
prospect  that  his  army  will  have  to 
spend  six  months  opposed  to  .an  unde- 
feated foe  in  the  rigors  of  a  Russian 
Winter  with  the  base  of  supplies  many 
miles  distant.  One  dispatch  says  that 
the  German  and  Austrian  armies  are 
about  to  be  divided,  and  another  asserts 
that  the  latter  will  attempt  to  reach 
Odessa  and  from  that  point  send  relief 
to  Constantinople.  This  seems  a  wild 
guesa  A  more  probable  explanation  is 
that  the  Austrlans  propose  to  rehew 
their  attack  upon  Serbia. 
Little  or  no  news  csme  from  the  Dai* 
.  dgnellea,  although  that  may  not  mean 
tha  noting  of  Imporance  has  trans- 
pired. Bir  Ian  HamHton  may  keep  the 
War  Office  posted,  but  the  public  Is  told 
.v«ry  little  of  what  he  is  doing.  The 
statement  that  a  Turkish  force  on  the 
Oslllpoll  Peninsula  has  been  surrounded 
Is  repeated,  but  not  confirmed  by  any- 
thing official. 

A  few  daya  ago  wa  were  told  that 
the  Italians  were  making  progreaa 
through  the  Hugano  Valley  towards 
Trent.  Yesterday  It  was  stated  that 
they'  ware  approaching  Roveredo,  which 
la  south  of  Trent.  The  civilian  Inhab- 
itants of  Roveredo  were  '  leaving  the 
town.  It  was  also  stated  that  satisfac- 
tory progress  was  being  made  by  the 
Italians  on  the  Carso  plain,  which  Is 
near  Ooriala.

Austria-Hungary  consists  of  about 
•0.00#>00  people,  of  whom  XO.OOO.Oee 
are  either  Oermans  or  Magyar*,  toe 
resjaalalag  10.000.000  being  made  up  of 
Bohemian.,  Croattans.  Serbians.  I'ole*. 
Httthenlans.  Slovaks,  Olevlnlsn*.  Rou- 
manians aad  Italians.  The  latest  Aus- 
trian cowans  give*  at  per  cent  of  the 
population  as  speaking  the  Bohemian 
language,  and  in  making  this  estimate. 
every  person,  no  matter  what  his  race, 
who  uses  German  as  his  language.  Is 
reckoned  as  a  German.  The  greater  part 
of  this  Bohemian  population  lives  In 
Bohemia,  Moravia,  and  Austrian  Si- 
lesia, occupying  an  area  of  about  30,- 
000  square  miles.  These  people,  says 
the  Alliance,  "have  most  to  fear  of 
all  the  people  of  Kurope  from  Teu- 
tonic success  in  the  war." 

The  real  laeus  in  the  conflict,  as  It 
to  regarded  by  the  Bohemians,  is 
whether  the  tyranny  of  the  Hohensol- 
lerns  and  the  Habeburgs  shall  be  rivet- 
ed upon  the  subject  races  of  Austria- 
Hungary.  For  nearly  400  years,  the  Bo.- 
hemians  have  been  subject  to  the 
severest  oppression,  but  no  amount  of 
persecution,  no  stringency  of  the  laws, 
no  campaign  of  extirpation  directed 
against  the.lsnguage  snd  customs  has 
broken  the  spirit  of  this  people.  Many 
of  them  are  fighting  against  Russia, 
but  very  unwillingly.  Instances  are 
given  where  Bohemian  soldiers  have 
surrendered  only  after  a  show  of  re- 
sistance. We  quote  from  a  circular 
issued  by  the  Alliance: 

At  home,  In  the  meantime.  Cseehs 
were  made  to  feel  that  they  were"  a 
disloyal  race.  Their  newspapers  ware 
suppressed  if  they  dared  to  give  the 
slightest  Indication  of  the  real  feelings 
of  the  people.  The  chief  .political 
leaders  were  put  In  prison;  great  num- 
bers of  men  who  recklessly  expressed 
their  hope  that  the  Allies  would  win 
were  executed;  even  children  were  sent 
to  Jsll  for  th«  crime  Of  talking  as 
they  heard  their  parenta  talk  at  home. 
A  reign  of  terror  prevaila  in  Bohemia 
under  the  new  Governor,  Count  Cou- 
denhove;  spies  are  everywhere.-  and 
military  courts  require  little  evidence 
before  they  condemn  to  death  or  peni- 
tentiary. The  whole  population  is  af- 
fected by  the  scarcity  of  food,  for  the 
Vienna  Government  permitted  Germany 
last  Winter  to  buy  up  grain  in  Bo- 
hemia, and  If  the  Caechs  eat  now 
what  waa  formerly  fed  only  to  the  pigs 
und  cattle,  they  get  little  sympathy  or 
assistance  from  their  rulers. 

What  will -the  position  of  the  people 
bt  after  the  war?

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An  admiring  French  writer  has-' ex- 
plained the  gghtisg  •laslittos  of  the 
Canadians  by  the  preaeaee  of  the  blood 
of  Indiana  aad  trappers  to  their  vetna. 
We  printed  the  story  in  last  Sunday's 
paper,  and  some  people  have  been  won- 
dering- if  we  Intended  thereby  to  en- 
dorse It.  Thcte  oaght  to  be  no  neces- 
sity for  ua  to  any  that  we  did  not  so 
latend.  The  proportion  of  Indian  blood 
in  the  Canadian  population  Is  very 
small.  In  the  early  days  of  New 
Kiaace.  <i«lie  a  number  of  those  ad- 
venturers, who  came  to  be  known  as 
"coureurs  du  bols,"  married  Indian  girls, 
but  their  children  aa  a  rule  grew  up 
aa  Indians.  The  Metis  of  the  Pralrlas 
were  a  people  apart,  and  their  mixed 
blood  only  haa  had  a  very  small  local 
influence  upon  the  character  of  the  Can- 
adian people.  The  same  thing  is  true 
of  trappers.  Only  relatively  few  of  the 
people  of  Canada  are  descended  from 
trappers. 

The  qualities,  which  the  French 
writer  admires  In  Canadian  soldiers, 
and  which  he  admits  charact  .i»«a  men 
who  only  came  to  the  Dominion  from 
the  United  Kingdom  shortly  before  the 
war.  are  largely  the  product  of  the  en- 
vironment surrounding  us  all  in  Can- 
ada. They  are  an  Inspiration  that 
comes  from  out-of-doors,  from  the  free 
life  of  great  apaces.  It  Is  very  possible 
that  a  Canadian,  born  in  our  larger 
centres  of  population,  has  less  of  this 
than  has  the  Englishman,  who  haa  hard- 
ly worn  out  the  clotbea  he  brought 
from  home.  The  Australian  and  the 
New  Zealander  have  the  same  quality, 
and  so  has  the  South  African.  It  Is 
not  to  be  found  In  the  blood,  but  In 
what  Henry  Watterson  called  "the  air 
and   the  sunshine." 
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Naturally.  Canadians  think  of  the 
war  from  their  own  standpoint.  They 
undorataod  this  the  host.  They  think 
of  the  soneral  welfare  of-  tha  Empire, 
•«f  the  protection  of  smaller  national- 
ities, of  the  removal  of  the  incubus  of 
militarism.  They  wish  to  see  Belgium 
restored,  aa  far  as  that  la  possible. 
France  compensated,  and  a  pertbd  of 
prolonged  peace  assured.  But  we  are 
reminded  by  the  Bohemian  National 
Alliance  of  America  that  there  are 
other  things  to  he  considered,  and  one 
of  these  to  tha  future  position  of  tha 
Bohemians,  or  Caechs,  to  give  them 
their   proper  name,  , 

Bohemia  I"  siad  haa  for  a  long  time 
neen  an  Austrian  crown  land.  Wa 
pointed  out  at  an  early  singe  |n  tha 
war  that  there  la  no  such  thing  aa  an 
Austrian  race.  Auatmela  and  Neu- 
atria  were  divisions  of  the  ancient 
Krenktah  kingdom,  ami  in  a  general 
way.  tha  Rhine  waa  the  boundary  be. 
iween  them.  Austrasla  meana  Eastern. 
When  Charlemagne  became  Rmperor, 
he  applied  the  nam*  Oatorlohe  to  the 
eastern  part  of  Ms  dominions,  which 
later  became  Latinised  Into  Austria. 
Austria  meant  originally  Eastern  «er- 
man'y.  On  too  break-up  of  the  empire 
of  Charlemagne.  Austria  waa  erected 
»  into  a  grand  duchy,  and  later,  when  the 
robber  Habeburgs  came  down  from 
their  mountain  fastnesses.  It  became. 
a  formidable  state,  although  nominally 
aeknew  I  edging  tha  auaarelnty  of  the 
Misty  Reman  Bwiperere,  the  crown  of 
which  waa  worn  by  tha  Hoheneteaff.n. 
bae  of  the  meet  enlightened  royal 
Mm  ess  Europe  haa  ever  aeon.  This

They  are  having  a  provincial  election 
campaign  In  Prince  Edward  Island.  So 
far  as  has  been  disclosed,  the  adminis- 
tration now  In  office.  Which  Is  Conaerv- 
atlve,  has  been  managing  affairs  very 
well.  At  least,  we  have  not  observed 
that  anyone  has  said  anything  to  the 
contrary.  But  those  who  know  eay 
there  la  a  good  chance  of  Its  being  de- 
feated, because  It  la  responsible  for  the 
advent  of  motor  cars  to  the  Island.  The 
Liberal  Opposition  has*  not  made  a  par- 
ty Issue  of  this  question,  and  doubt-

The  forest  branch  of  the  Land  De- 
partment is  able  to  report  indications 
of  a  renewal  of  activity  in  the  lumber 
business  of  the  interior.  A  moderate 
demand  for.  small  lumber  Is  expected 
from  along  the  line  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Pacific  north  of  Kamloopa. 
The  heavy  wheat  crop  on  the  Prairiea 
seems  likely  to  lead  to  a  good  deal  of 
new  building.  In  a  recent  review  of 
the  market  in  a  Winnipeg  paper  it  was 
said  that  many  farmers  may  be  ex- 
pected to  erect  better  houses  than  those 
with  which  they  have  been  content 
hitherto.  It  is  also  said  that  the  ex- 
pansion of  mixed  farming  will  lead  to 
the  building  of  new  barns  and  outhouses 
for  stock. 

Under  the  Intelligent  direction  of  Mr. 
Ross.  Minister  of  Lands,  a  carefully 
selected  and  thoroughly  representative 
exhibit  of  British  Columbia  lumber  Is 
being  shown  at  the  Toronto  Exhibition. 
Referring  to  this  tho  Forest  Branch 
says  In  a  circular: 

There  la  a  large  market  (n  the  East 
for  the-  forest  products  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, and  hitherto  much  lumber  has 
been  imported  from  tho  States  ■  that 
could  have  been  supplied  by  Its  great 
Province  of  the  West.  In  the  past  this 
has  been  due  to  a  lack  of  representation. 
The  first  step  has  now  been  taken  to 
remedy  this  condition  of  affairs,  and, 
since  the  exhibition  attracts  large  num- 
bers of  visitors,  there  should  be  much 
attention  drawn  to  this  Important  in- 
dustry, it  Is  proposed,  to  follow  up 
this  Initial  .-<tcp  by  representation  of  a 
more  permanent  character.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Sept.  *.— The 
Government  has  done  aome  splendid 
work  in  opening  up  new  country  around 
Fort  George,  in  the  opinion  of  Chief 
MacLcnnan,  of  the  police  department, 
who  Kpent  his  vacation  In  the  Interior. 
Four  years  ago  most  of  the  district 
had  not  been  surveyed:  now  farms  dot- 
ted the  country.  Clearing  was  easy,  the 
growth  being  for  the  most  part  a  scrub 
growth,  and  long  days  and  short  nights 
aeon  matured  the  crop. 

The  Government  is  not  selling^  any 
of  the  land,  the  chief  says,  but  is-r.e- 
servlng  It  for  pre-emption.  Land  could 
be  purchased  very  cheaply  at  present 
from  private  owners  and  would  prove 
unexcelled  for  farming.  A  man  had 
harrowed  some  oats  Into  a  newly 
cleared  field  in  July  and  now  th; 
crop  waa  waist  high.  The  great  dlff- 
culty  at  the  present  time  was  In  regard 
to  a  market,  and  this  problem  would 
soon  be  solved.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
farmers,  by  the  construction  of  tho 
Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  up  to 
Fort  George.  The  homesteaders  were 
looking  to  Vancouver  for  their  market, 
and  were  waiting  for  transportation  fa- 
cilities. 

Chief  MrtcLennan  went  up  to  inspect 
an  "estate"  of  his  own  about  twelve 
miles  from  the  railway.  He  brought 
back  photographs  Indicating  the  prod- 
uctivity of  the  land,  one  of  them  allow- 
ing a  Yield  of  oats,  harrowed  Into  the 
ground  a  few  months  ago,  reaching  to 
u  man's  neck.

The  Provincial  Government,  after  long 
and  careful  consideration,  has  felt 
obliged  to  decline  to  act  upon  the  sug- 
gestions made  by  a  committee  of  citi- 
zens to  the  effect  that  work  should  be 
provided  for  the  unemployed  In  the  cul- 
tivation of  vacant  areas.  At  tha  time 
the  proposal  waa  made,  we  pointed  out 
certain  objections  to  it  which  seemed 
to  make  It  impracticable,  and  we  are  not 
surprised  that  the  Government  haa 
found  Itself  unable  to  undertake  the 
project.  The  great  expense  snd  the  un- 
certainty attending  the  proposed  plan 
seemed  to  ua  to  be  a  sufficient  answer 
to  It. 

Notwithstanding  the  reasons  why  the 
Government  eouM  not  take  up  such  a 
plan,  tha  utilisation  of  vacant  areas  re- 
mains  one  of  the  beat,  moans  whereby 
people,  only  temporarily  aonplased.  can 
help  themseivso.  Many  of  thorn  here 
dwsto  so  this  year,  aad  many  more  will 
doubtless  «lo  so  next  year.  If  a ec easily 
arises  next  year  It  ought  to  be  possible 
to'-u-Wise  a  plan  of  no  ■Wring  'a  targe 
number  of  people  to  plant  gardens 


Some  correspondents  are  discussing  the 
fact  that  the  people  of  this  community 
do  not.  cheer  ao  lustily  as  they  might. 
They  certainly  do  not,  And  So  far  as  our 
observation  goes,  they  are  not  alone  In 
this.  But  there  arc  other  things  in  tha 
way'  of  expressing  their  feelings  that 
Victoria  people  do  not  practice.  •  Many 
actors  will  tell  you  that  a  Victoria  audi- 
ence is  very  hard  to  move  either  to 
tears  or  laughter,  but  when  they,  get 
started  they  are  enthusiastic  enough.  We 
sometimes  think  that  those  who  criti- 
cize the  absence  of  real  cheering  here 
forget  that  a  "Hip,  hip  hurrah"  calls 
for  leadership.  Two  or  three  hundred 
people,  who  can  take  the  time  and  in- 
spiration from  someone  will  give  a  pret- 
ty good  cheer  even  in  Victoria:  but 
when  the  number  ewells  to  thousands, 
leadership  and  simultaneous  action  is 
very  hard  to  get.

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VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Sept.  3.— The 
B.  C.  Base  Hospital  Fund  was  ma- 
terially increased  yesterday  by  remit- 
tances from  outside  points.  As  usual, 
there  was  a  pleasant  surprise  m  the 
form  of  a  large  amount  received  from 
an  unexpected  source,  this  being  fur- 
nished by  Powell  River,  where  $311 
was  collected  by  means  of  tags,  sale  of 
lemonade  and  a  dance.  Powell  River 
reports  that  a  permanent  committee 
has  been  selected  to  arrange  for  fur- 
ther, relief,  since  the  residents  there 
anticipate  that  this  will  be  needed.

rte.  iiltchcox  Waa  very  well  known 
and  popular  In  this  city.  Ue  waa  the 
second  eon  of  Mr.  and  Mm.  C.  W. 
Hltobcox  and  waa  born  In  England  only 
nineteen  years  ago.  Whlla  In  England 
ho  Waa  fairly  wall  known  in  athletic 
circle*  aa  a  runner,  but  he  did  not  ac- 
tively participate  In  sport  here,  al- 
though ha  waa  Intereated  in  all  games 
and  of  strong  physique.  He  waa  a 
draughtsman  by  profession  and  waa 
known  by  moat  of  the  local  surveyors 
and  engineers  In  that. capacity.  Shortly 
after  war  waa  declared  ke  volunteered 
his  services  and  left  he*e  for  the  front 
as  a  member  of  the  30th  Battalion,  be- 
ing aubaeouently  transferred  to  the  7th 
Battalion,  with  which  be  remained  un- 
til he  was  killed.

American  War  Correspondent 
Who  Spent  Ten  Months  at 
Front  Says  Teutons  Have 
Reached  Height  of  Offensive.

"Prom  now  on  Oermany  will  be  found 
working,  in  every  manner  peeeible,  to 
bring  about  a  declaration  of  peace.  She 
baa  driven  Into  Russia  about  as  far  as 
she  la  likely  to  gt»  because  the  terri- 
tory already  taken  will  require  organ- 
isation and,  if  It  la  to  he  held,  aa  army 
of  occupation  of  l.ooo.ooo  men.  Bel- 
gium alone  demands  an  army  of  the 
same  kind  totalling  :*0.e«o  When 
thee*  immense  forces  are  taken  from 
'the  armies  which  must  he  used  against 
the  Allies  it  can  easily  be  recognised 
that  the  Teutonic  allies  have  gone  about 
as  far  as  they  can  hope,  and  that  they 
new  have  every  reason  to  wish  for  a 
cessation   of    hostilities." 

This  Is  the  view  taken  of  the  present 
situation  by  Mr.  Arno  Doreh,  who  spent 
ten  months  at  the  front  aa  the  repre- 
sentative of  World's  V.  ork  and  The  Mew 
York  World,  and  who  waa  In  the  city 
yesterday,  in  that  period  be  was  with 
the  British,  the  French  and  the  German 
armies,  and  his  c Innervations  lead  him 
to  boilers  that  the  organisation  of  tbe 
two  former,  at  the  date  of  his  departure 
about,  three  montba  ago,  waa  as  per- 
fect aa  that  of  their  enemloa. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  tbe  Germans 
ean  bqpe  to  penetrate  the  line  of  steel 
Which  hold*  them  back  on  the  Western 
frontier," -be  says.  "They  failed  to  oc- 
cupy Pari,  in  19U  when  they  had  the 
bulk  of  their  resources  of  men,  artll- 
tlllery,  etc..  bent  to  the  teak,  and  I 
don't  care  -how  many  army  corps  thsy 
bring  to  the  West  1  cannot  aee  how 
they  can  hope  to  break  through  now 
with  France  and  Oreat  Britain  thor- 
oughly -  prepared  for  any  eventuality. 
When  I  left  the  latter'a  defence  was 
consolidated.  It  waa  hard  as  steel, 
from  the  sea  to  Switzerland,  and  "it  la 
my  firm  conviction  tbat.  if  Germany 
makes  any  attempt,  It  will  meet  with 
ignominious   failure." 

Taxless  Adventure 

When  war  broke  out  Mr.  Dorch  was 
In  the  Old  Country.  He  went  to  the 
continent  on  the  heels  of  the  British 
Expeditionary  Army,  armed  with  a  Brit- 
ish and  an  American  passport.  In  Bel- 
glum  he  met  Irving  8.  Cobb,  Will  Ir- 
win end  John  T.  McCutcheon,  three 
famoua  American  writers.  They  were 
In  Brussels  together  when  the  Germans 
were  pounding  at  the  defencea  of  Liege 
and,  as  the  Invaders  advanced,  the  four 
hired  a  taxicab  and  went  out  to  meet 
them.  The  atory  of  their  adventures 
has  been  tbrillingly  told  by  all  the 
principals.  Mr.  Cobb  baa  Juat  con- 
flicted a  lecturing  tour  of  America  in 
Which  he  amplified  the  Incidents,  of  ths 
occasion  from  the  platform.  Since  then 
Mr.  Dorch  has  penetrated  the  German 
lines  twice  and,  while  having  had  some 
disagreeable  experiences,  found  that  his 
American  cltlsenshtp  was  ample  pro- 
tection. There  was  no  doubt,  he  said,  of 
the  savagery  of  the  German  soldiery 
ln  Belgium.  The  peasants,  obviously, 
kept  out  of  the  way  of  their  unwelcome 
visitors  aa  much  as  possible.  Their  de- 
meanor always  was  humble  and  unob- 
trusive. And  yet  the  Invaders  went 
abroad  armed  to  the  teeth  and  ready  to 
take  tbe  most  extreme  measures  at  the 
slightest  Indication  of  trouble.  They 
were  very  apt  to  become  panicky,  and 
In  sueh  a  condition  were  guilty  of  ter- 
rible things.  In  Liege,  for  instance,  a 
Company  of  Germans  occupying  the  top 
Boor  of  a  high  building,  which  over- 
looked all  other  neighboring  structures 
and  In  which  they  were  perfectly  safe, 
Were  disturbed  In  some  way,  possibly 
by  the  flrlng  of  a  sbot,  and  rushing  to 
the  windows  they  filled  every  house  In 
the  vicinity  full  of  holes.  Consequent- 
ly hundreds  of  Innocent  and  sleeping 
people  were  killed. 

That  the  destruction  of  Louvaln  was 
the  outcome  of  a  drunken  orgy  Is  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Dorch.  He  says  that  the 
soldiery  absolutely  got  out  of  the  con- 
trol of  any  of  their  officers  who  rmght 
have  been  leniently  disposed.  Not  only 
did  they  Arc  the  city  but  they  slaugh- 
tered cltlxens  right  and  left.  In  a  visit 
to  the  ruins  some  time  after  he  had 
seen  the  bodies  of  twenty  civilians 
taken  from  s  cellar.  No  explanation  as 
to  how  they  happened  to  be  there,  and 
no  reason  for  their  execution  could  be 
Offered  by  the  German  officers  who  had 
been  In  charge  at  the  time.  They  had 
simply  been  victims  of  the  blood  lust  of 
the  invadera.  * 

Tribute    be    Kitchener 

Lord  Kitchener,  Mr.  Dorch  says,  cer- 
tainly waa  the  msn  for  the  position  he 
waa  given  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
Mr.  Dorch,  after  extricating  himself 
from  the  German  army,  followed  the 
British  and  the  French  forcea  on  their 
retreat  from  -»lons  towarda  Paria  He 
was  In  the  neighborhood  of  the  Battle 
of  the  Marne  and  turned  with  the  tide 
and  went  with  tho  Allies  as  they  fol- 
lowed up  the  retreating  Teutons.  Close 
as  he  kept  to  the  British  he  says  there 
were  supply  trains  ahead  of  him. 

"To  keep  so  many  thousands  of  men 
well  fed  end  otherwise  cared  for,"  Mr. 
Dorch  observes.  "Is  one  of  the  problems 
of  modern  warfare,  in  spite  of  the  un- 
precedented situation  and  of  the  sud- 
denness of  the  change  in  the  trend  of 
•the  Sghtlog  Lord  Kitchener's  commis- 
sariat waa  working  with  the  precision 
of  clockwork." 

Tbe  French  soldier  Is  superior  to  the 
German  because  of  bis  mobility.  The 
German,  aa  Mr.  Dorch  found  htm.  Is 
too  slow  and  methodical  and  machlne- 
llks.  The  British  "Tommy"  he  describes 
as  the  essence  of  courage,  lighting  with 
tne  pluck  and  tenacity  of  a  bulldog, 
and  making  less  of  death  and  the  hor- 
rors of  war  than  he  had  ever  expected 
to  aee  displayed  by  human  betnvs.  In 
summing  up  his  Impressions  of  the 
soldiers  now  struggling  on  the  batllo- 
llelde  of  Kurope,  Mr.  Dorch  dees  not 
overlook  the  Canadians.  He  never  saw 
them  In  action  but  he  waa  at  Sallsbury 
and  hla  opinion  then  waa  that  they  were 
as  fine  a  body  of  men  aa  he  bad  come 
in  contact  with. 

"It  was  my  belief.**  he  state*,  "that 
they  wefe  ae  ready  for  the  flrlng  line 
aa  a  great  many  of  those  who  had  gone 
from  Oreat  Britain.

OF  SOLDIER'S  BATH 


Artillerymen  of  Victoria  Write 
of  Conditions  at  Front — 
Comparatively  Little  Activ- 
ity of  Late.  ,  * 


Interesting  letters  have  been  received 
by  Mrs.  Carter,  875  McClure  Street, 
from  three  of  her  sons,  H.,  W.  and  V. 
Carter,  who  left  for  the"  front .  with  tbe 
first  contingents  from  Victoria.  They 
are   with    the   Canadian    Field    Artillery. 

Gnr.    V.   Carter   writes: 

"There  are  about  fifteen  of  the  Vic* 
torla  boys  In  this  battery  yet;  also 
Lieut  Shaw.  But  there  Is  nothing  spe- 
cial to  say  about  them.  There  Is  noth- 
ing doing  here  at  present,  but  it  Is  ter- 
ribly hot  and  the  flies  are  fierce. 
Everyone  In  the  battery  Is  to  get  six 
days'  leave  In  Kngland.  but  at  the  pres- 
ent rate,  two  men  a  week.  It  will  take 
about  thirty-five  weeks." 

He  describes  a  soldier's  bath  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Everyone  In  the  camp  Is  feeling  fine, 
and  I  am  going  to  hare  a  bath  tonight. 
It  Is  some  ceremonial  doing.  First  you 
get  six  palls  of  water  and  then  pinch, 
cadge,  or  in  common  English,  steal 
some  soap,  a  towel  ami  a  rubber  sheet. 
Then  get  s  chum  to  douce  you  with  one 
pailful,  soap  yourself,  and  then  rub. 
After  rubbing  the  dirt  off  .  you  get  an- 
other douce  with  two  pails,  one  back 
and  one  front,  and  then  proceed,  to  rub 
down  with  the  pinched  towel.  The  ef- 
fect Is  a  white  man  In  place  of  a 
"blackun."     It  Is  some  sensation." 

Gnr.    H.   Carter   wrjtes: 

"No,  I  don't  think  you  need  bother 
sending  a  French  dictionary.  We  man- 
age to  get  along  pretty  'Joke.'  because 
we  know  a  bit  of  French,  and  most  of 
the  French  and  Belgians  'Compree  An- 
glais.' sometimes  when  you  think  for 
about  half  an  hour  what  you  are  go- 
ing to  say  before  getting  into  s  store 
and  atart  to  'spiel'  off  your  bit  of 
French,  the  woman  behind  the  counter 
begins  talking  Rnglleh  to  you.  •  Once 
I  went  Into  a  baker  shop  and  said  'Bon 
8olr*  to  the  girl  who  came  out  to  serve 
me,  and  she  said  'Good  evening.'  I 
had  not  expected  English,  so  I  was  tak- 
en by  surprise.'' 

Gnr.  Elmer  Carter  la  very  brief.  He 
*ays.  in  part: 

"There  Is  not  very  much  to  write 
about.  We  are  now  at  the  usual  place, 
which  Is  'somewhere.*  '  We  came  from 
'somewhere'  at  'sometime.'  and  I  are  go- 
ing 'somewhere  sometime.  I  have  some 
postcards  and  another'  handkerchief 
which  was  procured  for  me  in  Dieppe 
by  ."larie.  a  girl  who  lived  very  close 
to  the  suns  when  we  were  In  that  po- 
sition: She  and  her  grandmother  would 
keep  coffee  always  on  hand,  which  wa 
could  have  at  n  penny  a  cup.  They  also 
would   do   washing."

Major  Moore,  the  district  staff  ad- 
jutant, stated  yesterday  that  as  a  re- 
sult of  some  compilations  made  in  his 
office,  It  had  been  ascertained  that  12,- 
000  men  bad  left  British  Columbia  on 
active  service  to  date.  A  large  number 
df  these  have  been  on  the  flrlng  line  In 
the  north  of  France  for  months,  and 
others  are  attached  to  units  now  receiv- 
ing their  final  training  at  8hornc1lffe, 
the  Canadian   base  tn   England.

Tb*  forthcoming  nalc  of  lands  for  ar* 
rear*  of  tax**  will  oavar  only  tboaa  pro- 
pertle*  on  which  there  ar*  arrears  for 
Ike  year  Ifll  and  previous  y*ara,  in- 
stead ot,  aa  originally  contemp.ated  by 
the  Council,  covering  land*  on  which  ar- 
rears for  1*1 1  exist.  Tb*  change  was  de- 
cided upon  at  a  special  meeting  of  tb* 
elty  council   yesterday   afternoon. 

Alderman    McNeill,    chairman   of     tb* 
finance  committee,    explained     that   tb* 
arrears    for    1012    aggregate    about    l«0.- 
••0.       When     those    lands    ar*    sold    tb* 
arrears  for  l»lt  and  1914   moat  also  b* 
Included  to  the  amount   for  which  tb* 
land  la  put  up  for  auction,  so  that  tb* 
aggregata  amount  for  which  tb*  coming 
•ale   will   b*  held   will    be   approximately 
si  •(.see.      If    the   city   could    c*t  alone 
without  any  tax  sate  this  year  It  would 
be.  tb*  alderman  believed,  a  satisfactory 
thing,  hut  this  could  not  be  dona.  In  view 
of  the  necessity  of  securing  the  revenue 
-which  will  be  produced  by  virtue  of  tb* 
sale.     But  this  year  to  date  there   baa 
been  collected  on  account  of  arrears  of 
taxea   something  over     1100,000.    aad  a 
considerable    additional    amount    la    ex- 
pected.    With  the  IISC.OOO  arrears  which 
Will    be   secured   at   tb*   forthcoming   tax 
•ale   there  will   be  approximately   I2«5,- 
000   collected    towards   the  sum   of   1300,- 
000   which    was   put  In   this  year*  a  esti- 
mated   receipts    from    tax    sale    returns, 
Thla  result    would,    therefore,    warraftf 
the  council  changing  Ita  prevloua  Inten- 
tion of  selling  the  land  on  which  arrears 
for  191S  exlat,  and  such  a  change  would 
benefit  a  very   large   number  of  owners 
who  are  unable  to  redeem  their  holdings 
now    from    the    1913    arrears,    and    who 
would    be    still    further    embarrassed    If 
the  19  H  tax**  were  added,  as  would  be 
the   case   If   the    properties   were   put   up 
at  tb*  tax  sale.     In  addition,  too,  many 
of  these  proper  tie*  would  not  be  bid  In 
by  the  public  owing  to  heavy  Improve- 
ment charges,  and  would  have  to  be  car- 
ried over  by  the  city  itself.  In  view  of 
the    fact    that    the     clty'a    requirement* 
would  be  practically  met  by  placing  only 
the  landa  on  which  the  1912  taxea  are  In 
arrears.    Alderman    McNeill    saw    no  res- 
son   for   not  adopting  that  course. 
Tntaallty  of  isaseameat 
Alderman  Todd  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  action  haa  been  commenced  by 
some  owners  to  force  the  city  to  equal- 
ise the  assessment  on   the  basis  of  the 
recent  Judgment  of  Judge  Lampman.  He 
urged  that  no  decision  in  respect  to  the 
tax  sale  be  made  until  the  court  action 
came   up   next   Tueaday.     If   the   action 
went  agalnat  the  city  it  would  mean  that 
there  would  be  a  substantial  cut  in  as- 
sessment values  and   a  consequent  loss 
of  revenue.    That  would  mean  Increasing 
the  rate  and  inflicting  an  additional  bur- 
den  upon   the  ratepayers.     It  might   be 
that    after    all  •  the   city   would    find    It 
would   have   to   Include   1913   arrears  In 
the  tax  sale  In  order  to  secure  sufficient 
revenue,  and  he -saw  no  reason  why  the 
property   owners,   who    hav*    paid    their 
taxes,  should  be  made  to  suffer  for  those 
who  have  not 

Mayor  Stewart  pointed  out  that  there 
was  no  connection  between  the  tax  sale 
and  the  action  now  before  the  courts 
If  the  owners  who  brought  that  action 
proved  successful  It  would  mean  a  re- 
duction in  assessment  and  a  consequent 
reduction  in  revenue,  and  the  eighteen 
mills, net  rate  recently  struck  by  the 
council  would  simply  have  to  be  raised. 
In  view. of  the  very  much  larger  amount 
which  would  be  Involved  If  the  1913 
arrears  ware  Included,  and  the  conse- 
quent hardship  upon  a  much  larger  num- 
ber of  owners,  he  favored  making  the 
tax  sale  apply  only  to  the  arrears  of 
1912.  / 

Alderman  Todd  was  the  only  member 
of  the  council  to  object  to  the  proposed 
change,  and  the  resolution  Instructing 
the  city  treasurer  to  aell  only  those 
landa  on  which  arrears  for  1912  and 
prevloua  years  existed  was  passed.  It 
Is  the  Intention  to  commence  the  sale  on 
October  «,  and  the  necessary  notlcea  to 
delinquent  owners  will  be  Issued  Im- 
mediately.

PROPOSAL  WOULD 


BE  LMPRACTKABLE 


Government  Unable  to  Give 
Financial  Aid  to  Victoria's 
Unemployed — Outlook  for 
Winter  Not  Serious. 


Sir  Richard  McBrld*  yesterday  ex- 
pressed himself  aa  much  interested  in  a 
preaa  dlapatch  from  London  which  Indi- 
cated the  possibility  of  a  call  being 
Issued  for  a  number  of  miners  from 
British  Columbia  Thla  dispatch  read  aa 
follows: 

"The  British  Government  haa  ap- 
pointed Thomaa  Cape,  of  the  Cumberland 
Miners'  Association,  and  Balrd,  Scotland, 
as  a  representative  of  the  mine  owners, 
to  visit  British  Columbia  at  an  early  date 
for  the  purpose  of  enllatlng  minora  to 
come  over  to  thla  country  under  a 
scheme  recently  agreed  •  upon  between 
the  British  and  Canadian  Governments." 

Sir  Richard  said  that  as  yet  he  had 
no  Information  aa  to  what  might  be  the 
nature  of  the  scheme  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  Imperial  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments, nor  could  he  underatand  the  re- 
ference to  miners  from  British  Columbia. 
He  aasumed  that  the  Ottawa  Govern- 
ment, In  any  arrangements  which  It  had 
made,  won  d  have  kept  In  mind  the  sup- 
ply of  ml  lers  from  the  whole  of  the 
Dominion. 

Sir  Richard  expressed  the  opinion  that 
It  might  be  possible  that  the  reference 
wss  to  coal  miners,  who  might  be  util- 
ised to  augment  the  employees  at  the 
coal  mines  In  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
take  the  place*  of  the  many  British 
miners  who  have  enlisted  for  the  front. 

Should  It  develop  that  any  large  num- 
ber of  such  men  would  go  from  Brttlah 
Columbia,  the  effect  on  the  local  labor 
situation  would  be  beneficial,  for  the 
coal  mines  of  Vancouver  Island  sre  not 
at  the  present  moment  operating  to  their 
capacity,  and  so  a  considerable  number 
of  miners  are  idle.  Sir  Richard  will  get 
In  touch  with  the  Ottawa  Government. 
and  ascertain  what  arrangements  are  In 
prospect. 


MR.  A.  T.  GO  WARD  IS 

PLEASED  AT  OUTCOME 

Local    Manager    Confirms    Pending    Bat- 
tlement  of    Dispute   Between    B.    C. 
Bleetrle  Ballway  aad  Bmployees 


.  Mr.  A.  T.  Ooward,  local  manager  of 
the  B.  C.  Blcctrlc,  returned  yesterday 
morning  from  Vancouver,  where  he  had 
been  since  Monday  aaslstlng  the  general 
manager,  Mr.  George  Kldd,  In  the  ne- 
gotiations having  to  do  with  the  award 
of  the  board  of  arbitration  which  eat 
upon  Hie  matter  of  adjusting  the  wage 
acale  of  the  street  railway  employees 
of  the  company.  Mr.  Ooward  confirmed 
the  press'  dispatches  from  Vancouver 
which  told  of  the  probability  of  an  ad- 
justment of  the  dispute  through  con- 
cessions made  by  both  aides,  which  was 
don*  in  the  Intereats  of  industrial  peace 
In  British  Columbia  at  a  time  when  the 
Winter  season,  with  all  Its  attendant 
hardships,  was  approaching,  and  when 
all  classes  are  already  overburdened 
with  disabilities  due  to  war  conditions. 
Mr.  Ooward  Intimated  that  the  com- 
pany waa  disappointed  at  the  small 
concession  made  by  the  board  of  arbi- 
tration. In  the  face  of  the  uncontrovert- 
ed  evidence  that  Ita  business  waa  be- 
ing operated  at  a  loss  as  a  result  of 
the  prevailing  depression. 
.  Referring  to  the  position  of  the  em- 
ployees of  tlie  local  branch  af  the 
street  railway  man's  union,  Mr.  Ooward 
expressed  himself  as  much  pleaaed,  on 
their  account,  that  a  decision  had  been 
reached  whereoy  a  ruinous  strike  would 
be  averted-  The  majority  of  the  men 
employed  In  Victoria,  said  Mr.  Ooward, 
were  old  employees,  who  had  identified 
themaelves  with  the  cltlscnshlp  of  Vic- 
toria by  establishing  home*  and  rearing 
families  here,  and  It  would  have  been 
very  regrettable  had  their  position  In 
the  community  been  disturbed  by  a 
strike.

Explanatory  of  tb*  'letter  which  ha 
had  forwarded  to  Rev.  Was.  Stevenson, 
secretary  of  tb*  Victoria  Unemploy- 
ment committee,  which  seta  out  the 
Oovetninent  s  reply  ta  the  representa- 
tions which  were  recently  mad*  by 
that  organisation.  Sir  Richard  McBrldc 
yesterday  said  that  the  executive  had 
given  the  matter  the  moat  serious 
consideration  and  had  concluded  that 
the  proposal*  were  quite  Impracticable 
at  the  present  time.  The  basic  sug- 
gestion had  been  that  the  Government 
arrange  to  finance  a  plan  for  the  culti- 
vation ot  vacant  lots,  agreeing  to  ad- 
vance moneys  to  pay  the  wagea  of  men 
so  employed,  on  the  basis  of  M  per 
week  for  married  men  and  14  for  un- 
married men.  A  little  calculation 
would  show  that  the  weekly  disburse- 
ment would  total  a  very  considerable 
aum,  on  the  basla  of  the  employment 
of  any  material  number  of  men:  and 
should  the  scheme  be  made  operative 
here,  it,  would  at  once  lead  to  requests 
for  similar  treatment  from  every  other 
portion   of   the   Province. 

Then,  again,  aald  Sir  Richard,  there 
waa  little  promise  that  the  land  could 
be  made  productive  during  the  Winter 
months,  and  the  consequence  would  be 
that  men  would  be  employed  In  some- 
thing which  would  give  no"  early  re- 
turn for  the  money  Inveated.  The 
Government,  had.  been  doing  In  the.  past 
and  would  continue  in  the  future  to 
do  everything  possible  to  relieve  actual 
distress  amongst  the  unemployed.  Sir 
Richard  pointed  out  that  the  Govern- 
ment's policy  In  this  regard  had  been 
to  no  small  extent  Justified  by  re- 
aulta,  for  «n  expert  Inquiry  showed 
that  the  unemployment  altuation  In 
the  Province  waa  less  serious  than  It 
was  some  time  ago.  Thla  waa  explain- 
able by  tha  fact  that  Urge  numbers 
of  men  had  enlisted,  that  a  food  many 
othera  had  gone  to  the  harvest  fields, 
and  that,  to  some  appreciable  extent, 
there  had  been  a  resumption  of  indus- 
trial activity  In  certain  sections  qf  the 
Province.  The  outlook  for  the  unem- 
ployed of  the  Province  during  the  com- 
ing Winter  was  less  serious  than.  >t 
promlaed  to  be  several  months  ago. 

The  letter  sent  to  Mr.  Stevenson  «vas 
as  fellows: 

"Sept.    1,   1*15. 

"Dear  Mr.  Stevenson, — 1  have  de- 
layed answering  you  for  the  simple 
reason  that  I  have  been  making  the 
most  careful  Inquiries  into  the  whole 
subject  of  the  unemployment  question, 
and,  after  getting  the  best  expert  ad- 
vice on  the  subject,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  suggestions  submitted  to  me 
by  your  committee  arc  not  practical. 
We  have  given  the  subject  the  most 
careful  consideration,  with,  I  may  say, 
sympathetlu  consideration  of  what  has 
been  advanced,  because  If  It  were 
possible  to  find  a  solution  In  the  way 
you  suggest  we  would  be  only  too  glnd 
to  co-operate.  I  hope  you  understand 
that  any  arrangement  we  might  make 
with  your  people  locally  would  nece«- 
aarlly  apply  throughout  the  Province, 
and  we  cannot  at  the  present  time  un- 
dertake to  go  Into  a  relief  system 
which  would  involve  millions  of  dol- 
lars.

Sudan  grass,  a  valuable  fodder  plant 
which  la  being  grown  extensively  in 
the  Southern  states,  especially  in 
Texas,  can  he  successfully  raised  in 
British  Columbia,  Is  proven  by  samples 
which  are  being  displayed  in  a  seed 
store  on  Robson  Street.  The  specimen 
•talks  which  are  being  exhibited  are 
over  seven  feet  long,  attaining  this 
height  in  nine  weeks'  growth.  The 
grass  was  raised  on  the  ranch  of  Mr. 
William    Beanie    at    Pitt    Meadows. 

Hudan  grass,  which  la  of  the  millet 
se  eorgum  family,  derives  its  name 
from  aa  Egyptian  product  which  has 
boon  found  to  be  apoelally  good  feed 
for  rattle.  Agricultural  experts  and 
farming  publications  In  the  United 
States  are  salt**  In  urging  the  raising 
•f  the  grass  for  fodder  purposes.  The 
sail  «f  British  Columbia,  and  partic- 
ularly of  the  Fraser  Valley  districts, 
is  said  to  be  admirably  suited  for 
grow  tag  Sanaa  grass.  Two  crops  raa 
be  raised  saoccMfuOy  la  a 


,  Perhaps  the  graduate  nurse  who  haa 
spent  throe  years  or*  more  In  learning 
her  profesalon  will  doubt  the  possibility 
of  fitting  oneself  -  for  service  at  the 
front  In   less  than  a  year.

In  earing  for.  the 
wounded  and  tending  the  sick  the  be- 
reaved sister  will  find  relief  from  her 
sorrow. 

She  should  Inherit  the  organising 
ability  that  Is  as  necessary  in  the  wards 
of  the  hospital- as  In  the  world  of  .busi- 
ness and  the  kindness  of  heart  that  haa 
made  her  father  prominent  among  the 
philanthropists  of  Montreal.

The  cltlsens.  especially  the  ladles,  of 
Victoria  will  have  an  opportunity  on 
Saturday  of  making  two  little  glrla  very 
happy  and  of  helping  to  provide  two 
beds  for  a  Canadian  hospital,  if  they 
attend  the  sale  of  lavander  bags  to  be 
held  In  front  of  Terry's  drug  store  <>n 
Fort  Street. 

To  explain  the  reason  for  this  appeal 
Is.  rather  a  long  story.  Most  readera 
are  familiar  with  the  account  of  the 
Red  Cross  work  done  by  the  children 
of  the  public  schools  last  yesr.  In 
every  grade  the  children  helped  In  one 
way  or  other. 

After  the  contributions  of  work  had 
been  sent  in  an  appeal  for  the  furn- 
ishing of  the  new  wing  of  the  Cana- 
dian hospital  at  Shornellffe  cams  to  the 
Rid  Cross.

Miss  Williams  proposed  that  the  chil- 
dren should  undertake  In  the  noHdsvs 
to  raise  this  sum  either  by  working  or 
by  denying  themselves  pleasures  or 
dalntlas.  In  her  address  to  her  own 
pupils  the  principal  spoke  as  eloquent- 
ly as  she  could  of  the  needs  of  the 
suffering  soldiers.  She  was,  however, 
much  touched  and  surprised  to  learn 
when  school  reassembled  that  Pearl  and 
Irene  Blck  had  worked  all  through  the 
holidays  and  had  earned  forty  dollars 
by  the  sale  of  Sowers  and  lavender 
bottles  made  of  ths  fragrant  stslks 
woven  together  by  ribbon.

Many  of  these  are 
pretty  enough  to  form  gifts  for  a  bride 
or  a  debutante.  Others  are  suitable  for 
little  girls  who  love  dainty  ribbons  or 
snowy   handkerchiefs. 

The  list  of  general  donations  waa 
closed  on  Friday  and  It  la  hoped  there 
will  be  quite  enough  to  make  a  fund 
for  the  support  of  the  ten  beds  origin- 
ally given  an1  that  when  the  result  Is 
declared  on  Monday  morning  the  frag-, 
rant  sacheta  will  have  helped  to  com- 
plete the  fifty  dollars  needed  to  pro- 
vide the  two  additional  beds.

Schools 

The  farms  and  schools  of  Denmark 
are  the  envy  of  their  neighbors  In  the 
lifetime  of  a  generation,  co-operation 
and  education  have  wrought  wonders. 
An  observer  has  said  recently  that  one 
of  the  reasons  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  is  the  co-operation  between 
home  and  school.  Ths  farming  of  Den- 
mark-Is of  the  Intensive  kind,  In  which 
boys  and  girls  can  help  much,  and  the 
schools  recognise  that  the  work  the 
children  do  under  the  supervision  of 
their  parents  plays  no  small  part  in  their 
intellectual   development. 

The  lltle  children  spend  the  forenoon 
at  home.  School  begins  for  them  at  one 
o'clock  and  continues  till  Ave  in  the 
afternoon.  ,  Ths  older  pupils  In  the 
primary'  rooms  go  to  school  at  •  a.m. 
but  have  the  afternoons  free.  The  boys 
help  In  various  ways,  selling  milk  or 
papers  in  the  towns  or  working  in  the 
gardens,  dairies  and  poultry  farma  at 
home. 

The.  want  of  employment  at  home 
after  school  hours  Is  a  real  hindrance  to 
the  pupils  of  Canadian  city  schools. 
There  Is  little  they  can  do  to  help,  and 
many  parents  are  foolish  enough  to  pay 
for  assistance  that  children  would  be 
much  better  for  rendering.  Glrla,  as  a 
rule,  do  help  In  the  household,  but  boys 
are  allowed  to  have  too  much  spare 
time.     ■

Olrl  Ouldss 
The  Girl  Guide  movement  Is  spread- 
ing in  Victoria.  Already  there  are  three 
patrols  which,  under  the  enthusiastic 
leadership  of  Miss  King  and  Miss  Leigh- 
ton,  are  drilling,  and  studying  the  guide 
law.  There  sre  over  s  hundred  guides 
enrolled,  whose  ages  vary  from  eleven 
to  eighteen.  Some  of  the  older  girls  are 
officers,  and  there  sre  a  number  of  young 
ladles  anxious  to  take  charge  of  patrols 
In  other  parts  of  the  city. 

The  guide  law  Is  contained  In  quite  a 
formidable^' poking  volume,  but  effi- 
ciency, discipline  and  love  are  at  the 
bass  of  all  Its'  directions,  ceremonies 
and  trslnlng.  It  seems  a  pity  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  girls  should  be 
quite  young,  but  the  officers  Insist  that 
for  this  reason  the  discipline  will  have 
a  greater  effect  on  their  character.  An 
hour  or  two  on  one  afternoon  or  evening 
In  the  week  for  drill  end  Instruction, 
and  an  afternoon  on  Saturday  spent  in 
ths  open  air,  where  the  girls  will  learn 
to  observe  end  to  be  ready  to  render  aid 
In  case  of  need  Is  the  time  given  to  the 
work** 

Like  the  boy  scout,  each  girl  Is  re- 
quired to  do  a' good  turn  each  day,  and 
already  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to 
bind  up  a  dangerous  wound,  to  put  out 
a  grass  Are,,  and  to  provide  a  friend  wltb 
kindling  for  many  a  day.  In  their  own 
homes,  the  girls  have  learned  that  a 
loving  heart  will  And  good  turns  to  do 
on  every  hand. 

The  uniform  of  the  guides  is  neat 
and  Inexpensive,  and  very  smart  they 
will  look  In  their  blue  and  white  cos- 
tumes. The  success  or  ths  failure  of 
ths  movement  will  depend  upon  the 
leaders.  If  they  have  enthusiasm, 
originality,  steadfastness,  and  a  genuine 
lovs  of  glrla,  they  will  help  to  develop 
them  Into  good  and  useful  women.  No 
one  will  question  that  thsrs  Is  room  for 
such  work  In  our  -city.  Outside  of  the 
home  there  Is  only  too  much  that  tends 
to  the  injury  of  the  young  girl.  An  as- 
sociation whose  watchword  Is  "loyalty," 
and  whleh  makes  kind  deeds  the  test  of 
character,  should  do  much  to  counteract 
evil  Influences. 

The  Girl  Guides  will  be  watched  with 
Interest  by  all  friends  of  young  girls  in 
Victoria 


The  record  of  Victoria  schools  with 
regard  to  truancy  Is  a  singularly  good 
one.  Unless  the  esse  Is  very  exception- 
al, the  compulsory  clause  of  the  school 
law  Is  strictly  enforced  by  our  excellent 
truant  officer.  He  has,,  however.  -  so 
Jurisdiction  over  pupils  who  are  over 
fourteen.  So  matter  whether  such 
pupils  have  work  or  not.  they  cannot 
be  compelled  to  ga  to  school.  There  la 
all  the  more  reason  why  parents  or 
gusrdlsns  should  use  all  their  lnfluet.es 
end  authority  to  send  such  pupils  to  the 
schools,  and  why  teachers  should  try  to 
keep  them  these.  In  most  modern  cities 
schools,  semt-lndttstrisl  In  character,  sre 
opened  for  pupils  who  Inland  to  enter 
trades,  especially  when  such  pupils  have 
rot  had  assay  sdvantsgos  la  childhood. 
Everyone  knowa  men  who  left  school 
yawag  ta  ga  ta  work  and  have  risen  ta 
soilness  of  honor  and  Inflaeace.  Most 
of  these  men  bars  In  sasaa  way  strives 
ts  remedy  the  defects  of  tkstr  early 
education.  It  Is  rarely,  aawevsr.  that

Apart  from  the  capture  of  German 
and  Austrian  steamers,  some  indication 
of  the  work  done  by  the  British  Ad- 
miralty is  shown  by  the  number  of 
German  and  Austrian  vessels  which 
have  ben  compelled  %o  take  shelter  In 
neutral  ports  since  the  beginning  of 
the  war. 

A  list  reoently  Issued  by  Lloyd's 
shown  that  634  German  steamers  and 
114  Oerman  ships  had  been  in  neutral 
ports  for  the  past  twelve  months, 
while  ««  Austrian  steamers  are  in  a 
similar  position. 

While  Great  Britain  has  lost  a  num- 
ber Of  steamera  from  submarine  at- 
tacks, It  must  be  remembered  that  the 
greater  number  had  been  trading  for 
many  months  after  the  Germans  ceased 
working.  The  loss  to  the  German 
mercantile  marina  therefore  reachea 
alarming  figures.

plans  of  marching  on  Petrograd  from 
Rigs  aa  a  base,  and  upon  Kiev  from 
Gallcla.  the  most  significant  point  now 
la  the  Ruaaian  salient  west  of  Grodno. 
We  do  not  know  whether  the  obstinate 
defence  of  the  Grodno-  Vllna-Dvlnek 
Hallway,  especially  In  trie  neighborhood 
of  Vllna,  meana  that  time  la  needed  to 
thoroughly  evacuate  Grodno  and  the 
other  fortreasea,  A  few  days  now  will 
ahow  what  Interpretation  muet  be  put 
upon  the  preaent  very  atrenuoua  flghtr 
Ing. 

In  an  interview  published  In  The 
lion i si  Gtzette.  the  head  of  the  gen* 
cral    stafr   at    Petrograd   aaya: 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Ger- 
man army  la  being  exhausted  by  being 
drawn  out  of  Ita  communications.  Ac- 
cording to  the  direct  testimony  of 
those  at  the  front,  It  now  consists  of 
nothing  more  than  the  tall.  All  the 
HOldlcra  of  the  beat  age  have  been 
uaed  up  and  those  who  remain  are 
either  youth*  or  men' well  oa  In  years. 

'.'If  the  Germane  still  retain  the 
upper  hand,  it  i'a  because  of  their 
technical  superiority  and  because  their 
army  follows  the  artillery  while  our 
artillery    follows   the  army. 

"The  Ruaaian  retirement  la  Impera- 
tive, but  It  ahould  not  for  a  moment 
ehake  the  confidence  of  the  public  in 
a  Anal  victory.  The  vital  forces  of 
Russia  stand  Incomparably  higher  than 
those  of  Germany.  All  necessary 
measures  have  now  been  taken  for  an 
Immeasurable  development  of.nusala'a 
technical  resources  and  the  Increase  of 
her  output  of  war  munitions.  Aa  soon 
aa  the  requirement*  of  the  army  In  thla 
reapect  have  been  satisfied,  the  Ruaaian 
advance  and  the  German  retreat  win 
begin."

The  City  Council  waa  In  receipt  of  a 
communication  from  Attorney-General 
Bowser  tonight  offering  to  sell  to  the 
city  the  site  of  the  present  old  Jail  on 
Front  Street  for  the  nominal  sum  of 
fH.Bflfl.  The  figure  le  considered  excep- 
tionally cheap,  and  the  offer  will  In  all 
probability  be  sccepted  by  the  Council 
at  Its  regular  meeting  Tuesday  nsxt 


Following  a  conference  between  rep- 
resentatives af  ths  Victoria  Jitney  As- 
sociation and  memuera  of  the  City 
Council  yesterday  afternoon  an  agrao- 
roent  waa  arrived  at  in  respect  to  the 
chief  provisions  of  the  by-law,  which 
will  shortly  be  submitted  to  ths  Coun- 
cil with  the  object  of  regulating  the  op- 
eration of  cars  plying  for  hire.  The 
deputation,  through  Ita  spokesman,  Mr. 
Ot  3.  Warren,  secretary  of  the  associ- 
ation. .  made  it  clear  tbst  the  organisa- 
tion Is  not  averse  to  regulation  but  the 
terms  of  the  proposed  by-law.  as  recent- 
ly Introduced  In  Council,  were  hardly 
just  to  the  drivers,  especially  that  re- 
quiring the  putting  up  of  a  bond.  With 
the  exoeptloa  of  a  by-law '  regulation 
limiting  the  number  of  paassngern  to 
be  carried,  a  regulation  which  the  as- 
sociation would  welcome,  there  was,  the 
delegation  argued,  no  necesaity  for  any 
atatutary  rulea. 

On  the  point  of  overcrowding  Mr. 
Wsrren  pointed  out  that  the  drivers 
were*not  alwaya  to  blame  and  he  cited 
the  trouble  ths  car  drivers  have  had 
In  handling  tbs  soldiers  traveling  be- 
tween the  city  and  the  willows,  the 
soldiers  offtlmea  filling  the  cars  to  a 
dangerous  extent  and  refusing  to  gat 
off.  There  were,  too,  many  cars  plying 
for  hire,  the  owners  or  drlvera  of  which 
did  not  belong  to  the  Jitney  Associa- 
tion. A  by-law  regulation  would  cover 
all  cars,  and  drivers  would  be  enabled 
to  prevent  overcrowding,  and.  In  cases 
where  the  pssaengera  refused  to  get 
off,  to  reduce  the  overcrowding  they 
would  have  the  right  to  appeal  for 
police  aaalatanca.  Mr.  Warren  atated 
that  a  canvass  of  members  of  the  Jit- 
ney Association  showed  thst  forty-nine 
drivers  have  dependent  upon  them  ltt 
persons,  and  theae  drivers  would  be  put 
out  of  business  If  a  bond  were  re- 
quired. 

The  provisions  of  the  by-law  which 
waa  recently  Introduced  by  Alderman 
McNeill  and  haa  been  held  up  pending 
the  conference  with  the  association, 
were  gone  over,  snd  to  s  majority  of 
them  no  particular  objection  was  made' 
by  the  Jitney  representatives.  The 
chief  points  of '  ths  by-law  dealt  with 
overcrowding  and  the  eupplylng  of  a 
bond.  Thla  latter  provision  will  be 
dropped. 

Mr.  Warren  expreaaed  the  opinion  that 
the. city  might  well  enforce  regulations 
making  It  Imperative  that  a  driver 
must  hsv«  proper  qualifications  before 
being  given  a  licence.  At  present  there 
are  men  driving  cars  who  ars  not 
qualified. 

Alderman  McNeill  ststed  he  had 
brought  that  point  to  the  attention  of 
the  city  solicitor  to  ascertain  what 
power  the  city  possessed  to  deal  with  it. 

The  conference  resulted  In  a  much 
better  understanding  between  the  as- 
sociation snd  Council.  The  by-law  Will 
be  redrafted  along  the  lines  diacuaaed 
and  will  be.  again  submitted  to  the  as- 
sociation before  coming  before  the 
Council  for   ratification.

VAXCOUVBR,  B.  C.  »ept  ».— By 
apoclal  coneent  of  the  Mlniater  of 
Finance  nt  Ottawa  the  charter  of  the 
Paciflc  A  Eaatern  Mortgage  Company — 
one  of  tbe  aeoeta  of  the  Dominion 
Truet  Company — haa  bad  it.  Ufa  ex- 
tended for  another  two  yearn.  It  la 
expected  that  before  thnt  Unto,  If 
thlnga  pick  up,  It  will  be  poaalble  to 
cell  the  charter  for  a  .ubotantlal 
amount  aa  It  I.  la  many  reeaecto  a 
unique  charter,  conferring  deposit 
power,  which  hitherto  the  Dominion 
Government  had  refused  to  give  to  any 
but  chartered  banks  or  actual  mortgage 
companloe. 

Tbe  atory  of  the  Pnolnc  aV  Eaatern 
Mortgage  Company  1.  tntereattnf.  Be- 
cuuae  through  it  the  late  Mr.  W.  R. 
Arnold  daubtleae  Intended  In  the  cloa- 
Ing  montha  of  hi.  life  to  logallae  tha 
million  dollar,  worth  of  deposits  he 
had  Illegally  received  from  depositors 
In  British  Columbia  and  adjacent  Prov- 
ince.. 

Although  the  Dominion  Trust .  Com- 
pany le  alleged  to  have  been  paying 
dividend,  out  of  trust  fund,  for  more 
than  elx  yeara  before  it  came  to  lta 
untimely  end,  the  trouble,  mo  far  aa 
the  dcposltore  is  concerned,  only  came 
about  when  It  changed  from  the 
security  of  lta  old  charter  ta  the  ln- 
aecurity  of  Its  new  Federal  charter, 
granted  by  the  House  of  Commons  in 
1911. 

BopoMt  Power   Disallowed 

After  the  new  charter  had  been 
secured  It  waa  discovered  that  lta  de- 
posit powers  were  very  much  open  to 
question.  The  Minister  of  Finance  st 
Ottawa,  advised  by  hla  law  officers, 
ruled  that  the  clauses  upon  which  Ar- 
nold was  relying  to  Juetify  hla  accept- 
ance of  deposits  could  not  be  so  Inter- 
preted. An  Intimation  to  this  effect 
waa  communlcnted  by  Mr.  H.  H. 
Steven.,  M.  P.,  to  Arnold,  and  for  some 
days  thereafter  the  wire,  were  kept 
buay  between  Arnold's  office  and  Ot- 
tawa. 

Finally  It  waa  .arranged  that  Mr. 
Stevens  waa  to  bring  In  an  amend- 
ment before  the  private  hllla  commit- 
tee, conferring  deposit  powers  on  the 
Dominion  Trust  Company.  This 
amendment  was  brought  before  the 
private  bills  committee  at  Ottawa  In 
February,  1*13,  at  about  the  same 
time  as  a  similar  amendment  was 
brought  before  the  private  Mils  com- 
mittee of  tbe  Legislature  at  Victoria. 
The  Victoria  amendment  paaeed,  but 
at  Ottawa  It  was  strenuously  fought^ 
by  tbe  banking  and  mortgage  company 
Interests,  with  the  reeult  that  It  was 
defeated. 

Mr  .Stevens,  In  speaking  of  the  mat- 
ter today,  said  that  in  committee  at 
Ottawa  it  was  suggested  that  solution 
would  be  the  formation  of  a  mortgage 
company  with  deposit-receiving  pow- 
ers; ami  it  was  this  proposition  that 
Arnold  apparently  started  immediately 
to  carry  out  The  outcome  waa  tha 
formation  of  the  Pacific  de  Eaatern 
Mortgage  Company,  which  Mr.  Steven* 
says  he  aeslsted  In  the  getting  of  ite 
charter  JuM  aa  he  had  aided  scores  of 
other  business  enterprises  in  Vancou- 
ver, aa  representative  from  this  city., 
Arnold',  idea  wa.  that  In  due  course 
the  whole  >>f  the  depo.tts  of  the  Dot 
minion  Trust  Company  would  bo 
handed  over  to  the  new  company  and 
thus  become  legalised. 

Mew  Charter  Mot  Used 
On  May  If,  191S,  the  new  charter 
was  assented  to.  This  company,  with 
an  authorised  capital  of  fi.ooo.oofl, 
was  to  come  into  existence  as  soon  as 
$100,000  of  actual  capital  waa  paid 
up.  It  was  given  powers  under  certain 
conditions  to  receive  a  maximum  of 
$2,000,000  deposits,  or  twice  as  mucn 
aa  the  Dominion  Trust  company,  Lim- 
ited, had.  Unfortunately,  as  the  feai-a 
of  trouble  whtch  were  brewing  at  the 
time  the  charter  was  obtained  did  not 
then  show  signs  of  eventuating,  noth- 
ing waa  done  with  the  charter,  and  the 
deposits  were  not  legalised.  A  year 
later,  when  the  Dominion  Truet  was 
tottering  to  Ite  doom,  it  was  too  late 
to  float  the  Pacific  A  eastern  Mortgage 
Company  and  to  make  a  transfer  of  the 
deposits. 

Although  the  Pacific  A  Eastern  Mort- 
gage charter  has  never  bean  acted 
upon,  it  la  recognised  aa  being  a  val- 
uable charter  by  reason  of  the  deposit 
powers,  which  will  ennble  It.  owners 
to  run  an  extensive  banking  business 
without  tbe  usual  regulations  and  re- 
strictions Imposed  upon  chartered 
banks.  The  vouchers  for  the  expenses 
of  procuring  the  charter  paid  for  by 
tire  Dominion  Trust  Company  show 
that  It  coat  Arnold  about  17.609  la 
legitimate  'expenses  lta  time  expired 
by  fluxion  of  time  on  May  13,  19 15, 
but  through  the  effort,  of  the  solicitors 
of  the  Dominion  Truet  Company,  ite 
life  time  has  been  extended  for  another 
two  years,  until  May.  111?. 

The  petitioners  named  In  the  char- 
ter are  ail  elerka  in  the  employ  of  the 
Dominion  fruat  Company  and  were 
admittedly  figureheada  put  there  by 
Arnold  and  hla  associates.  The  charter 
being  paid  for  out  of  the  trust  fund* 
of  the  Dominion  Trust  Company  la 
rocognlsad  ae  an  aaaet  of  the  Dominion 
Trust  Company  and  not  aa  the  property 
of  the  gentlemen  named  In  tha  charter.

Some  wholesalers  at  Montreal  report 
n  little  more  activity  In  certain  depart- 
ments, the  attendance  at  the  millinery 
openings  this  week  being  fully  up  to 
expectations,  and  drygooda  houses  -do- 
ing n  fair'  business.  Clothing  aad  foot- 
wear are  quiet,  but  some  benefit  has 
been  derived  from  Government  orders. 
The  movement  of  groceries  Is  only  nor- 
mal, and  the  cheese  market'  Is  .firmer. 
Reporte  of  night  frosts  In  certain  dis- 
tricts have  been  received,  but  no  par- 
ticular damage  haa  been  dene. 

Mercbente  nt  Quebec  make  few  com- 
plaints, and  both  wholesale  and  retail 
lines  look  for  a  brisk  Fall  and  Winter 
trade. 

Toronto  reports  that  business  In  nu- 
merous lines  was  stimulated  by  the 
large  attendance  at  the  exhIMton  held 
lest  week,  vlelting  merchants  placing 
good  order,  for  millinery,  drygooda.  no- 
tions, furnishings  and  other  staple  mer- 
chandise Footwear  and  clothing  are 
etill  rather  quiet,  but  the  outlook  la  re- 
garded as  encouraging.

Trench  People  Take  trood  Care  of  Tombs 

Where     Ballon     AlUee     Sleep— 

Oovenunent's  Bropoaal 

In  the  course  of  a  discussion  of  the 
projected  law  authorising  the  French 
Miniater  of  War  to  acquire  In  name  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  French  State  a 
sufficient  amount  of  ground  for  the  bur- 
ial of  British  and  Belgian  soldiers  who 
have  fallen  In  the  war.  The  Temps 
takes  the  opportunity  of  eulogising  the 
British  and  the  work  they  have  done.  It 
aays: 

"The  French  Government  by  this  law 
will  undertake  not  only  the  acquleltlon 
but  the  expense  of  the  enclosure  and  up- 
keep of  theae  cemeteries,  if,  contrary  to 
all  belief.  England  doea  not  wlah  to 
share  the  expense.  By  the  passing  of 
the  law  the  entire  French  nation  will 
participate  in  the  apontaneoua  work  be- 
gun and  carried  on  by  peasants  and 
communes  wherever  British  soldiers 
have  been  Interred  on  French  soil.  On 
all  eldes,  but  particularly  In  the  valleys 
of  the  Alsne  and  the  Marne,  the  tombe 
of  the  British  have  been  the  object  of 
the  greatest  care,  which  haa  deeply 
moved  the  British  people,  who  are  ac- 
customed to  reverence  for  the  dead. 
No  matter  where  chance  haa  placed  theee 
tombs,  whether  In  ploughed  field  or  in 
o  garden,  they  are  tended  with  the  eame 
amount  of  reverence  as  those  of  the 
French  soldiers  Interred  by  the  side  of 
their   comrades-in-arms. 

"It  appears  that  the  good  people  of 
the  countryside  wished  In  this  particular 
manner  to  pay  their  debt  of  gratitude 
to  atrangara  who,  besides  fighting  for. 
their  own  country,  have  at  the  same 
time  contributed  by  the  sacrifice  of  their 
lives  to  the  liberation  of  our  territory. 
Our  Allies  will  see  hare  a  Just  tribute 
paid  to  their  heroism.  Whether  fighting 
on  the  Alsne  or  In  Flanders.  It  Is  for 
their  own  country  that  they  face  death, 
but  It   le  upon    French  soli    that   their 


Sir  George  Scott  Robertson,  M.  F.  for 
Bradford  Central,  writing  to  The  Stan- 
dard, aays: 

"Hurrying  through  London,  I  have 
Just  read  tha  article  by  Mr.  Fred  T. 
Jane  on  The  Mobilisation  Thai  Saved 
England.'  The  facts  are  as  stated  by 
your  naval  correspondent.  It  wss  un- 
doubtedly Prince  Louie  of  Batten  berg 
who  gave  tbe  fateful  order  to  'Stand 
Fast"  at  the  critical  moment  when  Hie 
fleet  was  about  to  demobilise.  Some 
time  ago  I  arrived,  upon  entirely  false 
premises,  I  Imagine,  nt  tka  conclusion 
that  the  man  who  gnve  thia  order  must 
have  been  Admiral  Prince  Louis  of  Bat- 
tenberg,  and  in  a  speech  which  I  de- 
livered in  the  North  of  England  I  de- 
clared, without  mentioning  names,  that 
the  individual  who  had  dona  thin  work 
deserved    a   statue   of  gold. 

"My  speech  led  to  some  correspond- 
ence, and  to  make  sure  of  my  facte  1 
wrote  directly  to  Prince  Louie,  although 
I  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  tka 
Admiral,  and'  obtained  hla  confirmation 
of  them.  The  reel  atory  Is  this:  Mra. 
Churchill  waa  very  III  kt  Cromer,  and 
Mr.  Churchill  was  compelled  to  go  there 
for  the  week-end.  But  Mr.  Churchill 
knew  his  First  Sea  Lord  well,  he  truated 
him  Implicitly,  they  were  In  the  fullest 
sympathy  with  one  another,  and  Mr. 
Churchill  left  behind  him  the  fullest 
powere  for  "Prince  Louie  to  deal  with 
nny  emergency  which   might  arise. 

"Prince  Louis,  in  virtue  of  this  com- 
plete authority  to  act  on  his  own  respon- 
sibility. Issued  the  famous  order  when 
the  moment  srrlved  to  make  a  final  de- 
cision. Of  course.  It  was  only  a  queatlOn 
of  time  for  full  Justice  to  be  done  to 
Prince  Louie,  but  In  bin  reply  to  me 
Prince  Louis  seemed  to  think  that  In 
some  wsy  or  other  If  I  announced  the 
facto  of  the  case  Just  then  some  sort 
of  Injury  to  national  interests  might  fol- 
low. .  I  did  not  agree  with  him.  but  1 
deferred  to  bta  opinion.  I  merely  wieh 
now  to  add  my  tribute  of  admiration  ta 
Prince  Louie  for  tale  public  spirit  and 
chivalry,  a.  well  as  for  the  splendid 
service  he  waa  able  to  render  to  the 
Empire."

Asked  about  the  object  of  his  trip  to 
the  Old  Land,  he  said  It  was  merely 
with  a  view  to  bringing  cloaer  co-opera- 
tion between  Canada  and  Great  Britain 
In  carrying  on  the  war,  so  that  Cana- 
da's resources  of  men  and  material 
could  be  used  to  the  greatest  advan- 
tage. 

"The  purpose  of  our  visit,"  added  the 
Premier,    "hoe  been   fully  accomplished. 

The  Mlnlater  of  Militia  and  myaelf 
have  taken  up,  with  aeveral  departments 
of  tha  British  Government,  many  mat- 
ters touching  the  co-operanon  of  the 
two  governments  In  carrying  en  the  war.

Frankfurter  Zeitung~»  Thinks 
War  With  America  Would 
Be  Awkward  for  Millions  of 
Germans  Across  Atlantic 


"In  addition  to  the  organisation  of 
military  forces,  other  matters  of  great 
Importance  have  been  under  consider- 
ation, among  them  the  provision  of  ade- 
quate tranaportaton  on  both  ocean*.  Ea- 
poclolly  has  consideration  been  given  to 
provialon  for  the  transportation  of  the 
magnificent  crop  now  being  harvested. 
and  I  am  convinced  that  the  arrange- 
ments which  have  been  made  will  prove 
both  efficient  and  satisfactory." 

What  about  the  apirlt  and  efficiency 
of  the  Canadian  troops  at  the  front, 
Sir  Robert  was  asked. 

"We  found,"  he  said,  "the  Canadian 
troopa  at  tha  front  In  splendid  physical 
condition  and  high  spirits.  The  indom- 
itable courage  '  and  wonderful  tenacity 
and  resourcefulness  which,  they  have 
displayed  in  every  engagement  have 
elicited  everywhere  the  highest  praise. 
The  Canadian  forces  stationed  in  Hhorn- 
cllffe  and  elsewhere,  which  are  await- 
ing orders  to  proceed  to  the  front,  will 
undoubtedly  perform  their  duty  with 
equal  distinction. 

"In  many  hospitals  and  convalescent 
houses  I  had  the  privilege  of  visiting 
Canadian  wounded,  men  who  had  fought 
in  some  of  the  fiercest  battles  of  the 
war.  Patience',  courage  and  fortitude 
everywhere  animated  them,  and,  not- 
withstanding all  that  they  had  suffered, 
I  found  them  possessed  of  the  same  un- 
daunted spirit  which  distinguished  them 
at  tha  front 

"In  many  hospitals  and  convalescent 
the  British  Isles,  Australia,  Mew  Sea- 
land  and  Canada  side  by  side,  as  good 
comrades  who  had  fought  bravely  In 
the  name  great  cause.  It  was  both  a 
privilege  and  an  Inspiration  to  see  men 
thus  gathered  from  the  farthest  con- 
fines of  the  Empire  united  in  n  deter- 
mination to  uphold  the  great  cause  for 
which  they  still  fight.

"The  same  spirit  of  determination  ani- 
mates both  the  British  and  French  na- 
tions. It  Is  everywhere  felt  that  .the 
gallant  Russian  armies,  handicapped  as 
they  hare  been  by  lack  of  the  enormous 
preparations  for  this  war  which  have 
been  made  by  Germany  nnd  Austria- 
Hungary,  have  made  a  moat  splendid 
and  trarolc  resistance. 

"The  same  lack  of  preparation  for 
war  on  so  tremendous  a  scale  haa  hith- 
erto fettered  the  efforts  of  our  Empire. 
but,  considering  the  preparations  now 
under  wsy,  the  response  that  haa  been 
given,  not  only  by  the  United  Kingdom, 
but  by  every  part  of  the  Empire,  and 
the  numbers  and  resources  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  Allied  nations,  there  Is  the 
highest  confidence  In  the  final  outcome. 

"N»  statement  would  be  complete 
without  a  tribute  to  the  great  mission* 
of  mercy  which  have  been  organised 
by  the  people  of  the  United  States*  In 
providing  relief  for  the  suffering  and 
destitute  In  Belgium  and  Northern 
Prance  and  in  the  establishment  of  hos- 
pitals for  the  care  of  the  wounded.  It 
Is  almost  unnecessary  to  any  that  the 
deepeat  appreciation  of  this  noblest 
work  Is  everywhere  felt,  not  only  In 
our    Empire,   but   In    France   aa   well." 

Sir  Robert  looha  welt,  though  he  ad- 
mits that  his  trip  whs  far  from  being 
a  holiday. 

"I  had  almost  as  strenuous  s  time 
as  rudlng  an  election  campaign."  he 
laughed.  "I  was  kept  particularly  busy 
during  my  stay-  in  France.  Many  days 
I  was  up  at  I  and  «.  and  waa  kept  on 
the  go  until  long  after   midnight." 

The  Premier  waa  within  fee  or  7te 
yards  of  the  German  trenches  when  In 
France,  at  the  artillery  outpost,  and  had 
a  good  opportunity  of  observing  the 
methods  of  warfare.
